The Austro-Sej-vian imbroglio

bilities of a general conflict. The tense 
situation arising out of the presenta- 
tion to Servia by the Austrian govern- 
ment of a virtual, ultimatum demand- 
ing the suppression of the Pan-Servian 
movement and the punishment of those 
Eoncerned in the assassination in Bosnia 
of the heir to the Austrian throne had 
wrought diplomatic circles up to a high 
pitch.

New Orleans, La., July 25.—Police of- 
ficers and special agents of the railroad 
today resumed their search for the two 
masked men who last night killed Tom 
Elgin, a flagman, in an attempted hold 
up of the New York limited, Louisville 
and Xashville pa-ssenger train, a few 
miles east of here. 


The officers believe the bandits follow- 
ed the Louisville and Nashville tracks 
back to New Orleans. 
Operators at the 
towers near the scene of the attempted 
hold up furnished descriptions cf the 
bandits. 


According to Conductor E. 0. Potter, 
the bandits boarded the train at New 
Orleans. 
Shortly after passing Gentilly 
they pulled the bell cord. 
The train 
slowed down and the conductor begun 
an investigation. 
One of the :-obbers 
covered him with a revolver and then 
rifled his pockets, obtaining $16.75.

A general attack upon the bill was 
continued toda.y by Senator Weeks, re- 
publican. 


Republicans Will Aid. 


Hopes for early disposition

antitrust legislation and a quick ad- 
journament of congress were renewed 
in the senate today as republican sen- 
ators let it be known that they a,re 
anxious a.s the democrats to adjourn 
and go home to that end the republi- 
cans. 
including 
Senator

Minority Leader Gallinger declare that 
tliey would help the democrats to get 
the trust bills out of the way as soon 
as possible. 


They have determined to hold the

distinguished. The comet is now rapidly 
approaching the svm in its orbit, and 
will pass the sun at the nearest point 
of approach late in October at a dis 
tance of about 100,000,000 miles.

Piquant Missives 
Adding 
Bpice to Sensational 
Trial in Paris. 


Paris, Jiily 25.-The chief judge chal- 
lenging one of his colleagues to a duel, 
the°reading of the "mysterious" letters, 
which were supposed to affect the case 
so profoundly, and the physical collapse 
in court of Mme Caillaux were three in- 
cidents which today stirred the emo- 
tions in connection with the trial of 
Mme. Caillaux for the murder of Gaston 
Calmette. 


A purely French atm.osphere was lent 
to the affair bv the' quarrel 
between 
rmges. 
Thib v.-as added to l\y 
the 
piquant contents of the former premier's 
love letters, whose recital before the 
public caused the prisoner to fall un- 
conscious and to remain for a long time 
in a swoon. 


Beyond the reading of the letters lit- 
tle progress was made, and it was gen- 
erally e^xpeoted tbat the trial would ex- 
tend'far into next week. 


The letters read in court today were 
not, as had been 
generally 
assumed, 
tliosf. wliich were supposed to have been 
in the hands of the assassinated editor 
and the threat of whose publication was 
understood to have driven T^Ime. Caillaux 
to commit the crime. 


Mme. Caillaux Collapses. 


It was soon after 
she 
had 
been 
brought into court today 
that Mme. 
Caillaux totally collapsed when the read- 
ing began of the letters handed in hy 
Mme. Gueydan. 
She was carried 
in- 
sensible from the court. 


The sitting of the court was immedi- 
ately suspended among great uproar. As 
soon as the court 
had 
opened 
today 
Maitre Labori began reading some of 
the Gueydan letters. He remarked when 
he took up the second one: 
"In this 
you will find burning love but nothing 
indecent as common rumor has reported." 


In the letter ]\I. Caillaux writing to 
the present Mme. Caillaux before his 
divorce from Mme. Gueydan, referred to 
the happiness be would feel when he 
could "press a million kisses over your 
dear body." 


Was Crying Bitterly, 
the reading was going on Mme. 
Caillaux, with her head bent low, was 
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Villa Not Buying War Muni- 
tions Independently 
of Carranza. 


Washington, 
July 
25. — Officials 
watching shipments of arms to Mexico, 
stated 
positively 
today 
that General 
Villa was not buying munitions of war 
independently of the authority of Gen- 
ei'al Carranza, as had been reported from 
the border. 


It was pointed out at the state de- 
partment tiiat one of the hopeful signs 
of hamony "between VlUa and Carranza 
was the fact that ammunition waa being 
obtained for Villa's division through the 
sanction of the constitutionalist chief. 
It was suggested that the reports arose 
because Villa's own agents, familiar with 
the equipment of his troops were nego- 
tiating purchases directly but that has 
been the practice for many months. 
In- 
asmuch as no armistice has been form- 
ally declared and there is no definite 
guarantee that hostilities will be sus- 
pended, all the divisions of the constitu- 
tionalist army are receiving supplies. 
It 
is part of Carranza's program to main- 
tain a large part of the army to pacify 
the country and - crush rebellious bands, 
such as that o| O^rozco.

Chicago, July 25.—The federal board 
of mediation and conciliation which has 
sti'uggled for a week with the wage 
dispute between the 
management of 
western roads and their 55,000 engine- 
men conferred today with both the-em- 
ployes and managers. The first meet- 
ing was Avith the enginemen. 
No word 
was given out concerning the outcome 
of this session before the mediators met 
the railroad managers' committee.- 


Although no . statement could be ob- 
tained from the mediators or any of the 
disputants it became known yesterday 
that little or no progress had been 
made toward an agreement, and that a 
strike of enginemen on the ninety-eiglit 
railroads west of Chicago might take 
place at any time. 
A special meeting 
was held last night after the media- 
tors had met during the day ¿vith both 
the enginemen and the managers' com- 
mittee. 


Rumors that 
the^ strike would be 
called Tuesday were denied by one of 
the enginemen, who said: 
'It has not 
progressed that far yet." 
Unofficially, 
hov/ever, it was stated that 
today's 
would be the last of the meetings with 
the federal mediators. 
The enginemen 
have promised two days notice of « 
strike to the railroads. 


It was announced late today that the 
effort to settle the wage differences had 
been futile, and that the board was now 
trying to effect a working 
basis 
by 
which both sides would consent to arbi- 
trate.

^^'ith Perry A. Randall, of this city, 
Mr. Erick hid under consideration the 
purchase of the Fort Wayne, ii.nd Spring- 
lield vaiiroad, and only a short time be^ 
fore his lifeless bodj^ was found in the 
yard he had been in communication with 
Mr. Randall over the telephone. 


Native of Fort Wayne. 
5Ir. Erick was born in Fort Wayne 
December 25. 1857, but left this city 
with his parents. Rev. and Mrs. E. W< 
Erick, while yet an infant, and later he 
resided at Spencerville. where he en- 
gaged in bvtsiness and then moved to 
Oklahoma, Avhere he bccpme one of tha 
most prominent and iiifluential business 
mon of the southv.'est. 


At tlie age of fifteen years his busis 
ness career was inaugurated 
at Spen- 
cerville when he engaged in g<ineral 
merchandising and he continued to .op- 
erate a store there for fifteen years. 
He then went to Oklahoma, locatihir at , 
Weather ford and within a few years 
became known 
as one 
of Okiahoma-'a 
wealthiest and most prominent capital- 
ists and business leaders. 


Builder of Railroads' 
He was a builder of railroads and hi 
was also interested in the production 
of oil and natural gas in the southwest. 
Later he became interested in banking, 
and at one time he was president of 
thirteen banks in the state of Okla- 
homa. 
Hlh power was widespread and 
his business generalship was felt in- all 
parts 
of 
Oklahoma 
and 
adjoining 
states. 


He was a large landholder and at thcf 
time of his death, beside his banking» 
and oil field 
connections, 
he owned 
large tracts of land in Oklahoma and 
500 acres of farm land near Spencerville, 
He also owned 160 acres of land four 
mUes out of Fort Wayne. Most of his 
real estatt; was devoted to the raising 
of blooded stock.

imity that while on the pole making a 
'"tie-in," as ordered by his foreman, he 
received a terrific shock from the city 


V. ires. 
He 
alleges that the city 
and 
traction wires were in dangerous con- 
dition by reason of the rotted insula- 
tion having dropped away exposing the 
metal. 
He says his 
left 
hand 
was 
burned ofl" and that it sloughed away, 
his right hand paralyzed and two of the 
fingers 
burned off and 
that 
surgeons 
found it necessary to remove five inches 
of one of the bones of the wrist and 
forearm. 
His 
right 
ear was 
terribly 
burned and he suffered injury to his 
heart and his entire physical system and 
is noAv a wreck, unable even to f««d him- 
self, alleges the complaint. 
The com- 
plaint is in two paragraphs and makes 
each corporation a defendant. 
Hyitt is 
aged 36 years and has a family.

THREE PLATOON 
POllCnO WAIT 


Boaxd of Safety Cannot See 
the Money Needed to 
Make Change. 


Because it can see no way to obtain 
money to pay the salaries of fifteen ad- 
ditional patrolmen necessary to estab- 
lish the three-platoon police system 
in 
Fort Wayne, the board of safety has 
decided to postpone further considera- 
tion of that change until at least next 
year. 
The proposal to divide the force 
into three platoons, each of eight hours' 
duty, service, was brought up last year, 
but the money was not in sight with 
which to do it. 
The matter has again 
been brought before the board, but the 
superior necessity of providing new fire 
equipment and of motorizing the equip- 
ment of No. 1 engine house will pre- 
vent the proposed police change. 
I t has 
been figured that at least fifteen addi- 
tional men will be necessary to form the 
three-platoon 
system 
and 
this 
would 
add about $12,000 annually to the ex- 
pense of the department. 


At Friday evening's meeting of 
the 
board the estimates for the 1915 bud- 
get Avere gone over in detail and as ten- 
tatively made up the board Avill require 
.$205,000 next year. 
The appropriation 
for 1914 Avas $184,000. 
The board has 
decided to ask for $15,000 to motorize 
the equipment of Ko. 1 engine 
house 
and this Avill be the inauguration of the 
administration's pplicy to install motor 
equipment 
throughout the fire depart- 
ment. 
It is hoped to be able to take 
care of at least one house each year. 


While the board 
expects 
that 
the 
board of Avorks will obtain the $8,000 
appropriation necessary 
to 
build the 
Tenth Avard engine house next year, it 
is not thought 
that 
it Avill be com- 
pleted early enougli to require the ex- 
penditure 
for 
equipment 
out 
of 
the 
1915 funds. 


The board decided to make an imme- 
diate request of the comptroller for an 
appropriation of $3,000 to 
reconstruct 
the fire engines at houses No. 4, 5 and 0. 
These 
steamers 
have been in 
servicti 
since 1893, Avhen the great expansion of 
the fire department 
took 
place. 
All 
three engines are in bad condition and 
are neither to be 
depended upon 
tor 
service nor sate for the men A'/no must 
operate 
them. 


TAKING STEPS TO BUY DREDGE. 


Board of Works Wants to Begin Sys- 
tematic River Work Next Year. 


Chairman F. E. Singrey, of the board 
of Avorks has taken up Avith Comptroller 
W. C. -Baade, the question of providing 
money for systematic dredging of Fort 
Wayne's "three rivers next year. 
It is 
estimated that such a dredge as is needr 
ed will cost from $15,000 to $20,000 
and that at 
least 
$10,000 
Avill 
be 
necessary to take care of operation and 
payroll. 
There will be no special levy 
for this work, and the appropriation will 
come out of the general fimd- 
Mayor 
Hosey and the board of works believe 
there Avill be 
no 
difficulty 
obtaining 
from the Avar department the necessary 
permission to proceed A\'i,th river work. 
Mayor Hosey has in mind the clearing 
of 
all 
obstructions 
from 
the 
three 
Avater courses in the city and then of 
constructing a movable dam in the Mau- 
mee river at the Walton avenue bridge 
and raising the level of the streams ten 
to twelve feet, thus providing not only 
a means of 
pleasure 
Avithin the

limits, but also a means of preventing 
the obstructing vegetable groAvths and 
accumulating sand bars and ilsands.

also is figured that this Avell put an end 
to encroa-chments upon the banks of the 
streams.

e charities, told something of the varied work of that 


body in Indiana that, we think, will tend to give the gen- 
eral public a lari-er view of what is being attempted and 
accomplished by this most useful but often misunderstood 
^tate commission. It is known, of course, that in a gen- 
eral way the board has the supervision of the work that is 
being done m some seventeen state charitable and correc- 
tional institutions, and that it exercises a sort of oversight 
at the various county jails and city prisons, but this 
phase does not in any wise measure the total of its activ- 
ities. 


The old idea, IMr. Butler explains, was that chanty 
was a curative agency. It later developed into a preven- 
tive system, while in its broader aspect it has become a 
constructive propaganda. It does not merely seek to re- 
lieve and to prevent, but to build in order that neither of 
the earlier conditions may have to he faced. Mr. Butler 
contends, and very properly too, that many of the cases 
now in hand should never have become public charges. 
Evidence of the truthfulness of this assertion will readily 
occur to those who will take the trouble to recall specific 
instances that have come under their personal observa- 
tion. Too often the giving of financial aid has been a posi- 
tive unkindness. What has been more often needed has 
been opportunity and encouragement. We have been too 
liberal in a mistaken way. The pathway to public aid has 
been made too easy. Stimulus to personal endeavor is 
often vastly preferable to any other sort of assistance. It 
is this method which is being followed by the board in its 
handling of the problems of more than 3,000 children in 
Indiana who are now public wards. Mr. Butler is correct 
in appraising this aspect as altogether the most important 
endeavor of social ser\dce work in Indiana today. 
Its 
benificent results will be shown in the improved ability 
of the oncoming generation of present dependents to care 
for themselves. 


The fact that thus far during the present heated sea- 
eon but one death has occuiTed in Port Wajme from en- 
tero colitis is an eloquent testimonial to tlie efficient work 
that has been done by the city health department in collab- 
oration with the physicians of the city. The steadfastly 
vigorous and intelligent campaign against conditions 
which formerly resulted in many infantile deaths during 
the summer season is showing resrdts that are most pleas- 
ing and most gratifying. Occasionally there are still to 
be found those who deride the efíoiis of the so-called 
**health faddists," but results like this are incontrovert- 
ible evidence of the value of skilled precautionary and 
preventive tactics. After all, it is the results that count— 
and the resiilts are here.

In villages there is the town loafer, 
who is generally looked upon as the 
harmless habitue of the grocery, but his 
counterpart, the street idler ot the city, 
who inlests parks, barrel houses and the 
environs of public buildings, is to be re- 
garded a little moro seriously. 
Sober, 
he Is commonly looked upon as simpl? 
an inert human being, capable of little 
mischief; drunk, he is a police character 
and begins to roll up a record for rides 
in the wagon. 
But there is a question 
as to his liarmlessness when he is mere- 
ly sitting in the sun, squinting his eyes 
Usually a man. of this kind has some- 
where a wife who is doubtless glad to 
have iiim out of the house, which no one 
will deny is a blessing justly due the tm- 
foitunate woman. 
But if he is sparing 
his wife the misery of his company, whal^ 
is he doing for society at large? 


He may successfully avoid the kind olf 
activity which makes his hands calloused 
and leaves him fit only for sleep when 
night comes—the labor which the late 
David Graham Phillips called, "The work 
whic tires, but does not fret." 
But 
within his head is a brain which never 
for one waking moment stops working, 
It is that part of the street idler Avith 
which the puolic is concerned. For it is 
known that idle hands have a mysteri- 
ous way of exciting wicked excursions of 
the imagination—that most crime is born 
in a mind imemployed in a useful occu- 
pation. 
No officer of the law is astute 
enough to fathom the schemes that are 
breeding in the mind of an apparently 
harmless loafer; but every officer of thf 
law 
knows 
that 
idleness 
inevitably 
brings a craving for excitement, and to 
these men 
excitement 
often 
means 
crime. 


"V^Hiat, then, shall be done with the 
able-bodied man who won't work ? Should 
the police list such characters and com- 
pel them to report daily in person to po- 
lice headquarters until they have pro- 
cured work? This would entail an enor- 
mous amount of attention, and would 
interfere "vvith a man's personal liberty, 
but it would have regard for the law., 
and the daily visit to headquaorters wo'::id 
in itself be a job which might arouse 
him from his lethargy and stimulate hinS 
to look for remunerative employment. 
Perhaps the street idler will have to be 
accepted as an institution, and, despite 
the trouble he causes, regarded as r, 
necessary evil in city life. At any rate, 
the more closely he is watched the bet- 
ter for all concerned.

Moj-e than that, he 
will doubtless continue to read it 
as 
carefully and as steadily through all the 
remaining years of. his l^c. 
It is part 
of his very existence. 


This remarkable Biblical student 
is 
Albert Spangle, who lives at 201 West 
Williams street. Most Fort Wayne peo- 
ple know Mr. Spangle by sight, if they 
do not have 
a personal 
acquaintance- 
with him. He is a familiar figure about 
the city, and the accompanying engi'av- 
iugs from Sentinel photographs will en- 
able Fort Waynd residents to recognize 
him at once. 
One of them shows him in 
his familiar role as he goes about the 
streets earning his livelihood as a can- 
vasser. 


Mr. Spangle is 68 years of age. 
He is 


a native of Ohio, but oajtnejin 1851 to 
Indiana. 
The new family home was near 
Wolf Lake, Noble county, where the lad 
grew to manhood and where he resided 
until 1880. Then he located in Columbia 
City, and for some years was employed 
by Dr. D. M. Marshall, father ^of the 
vice president, as weighmaster in a grain 
elevator in that city. Mr. Spangle's rec-

removed to Fort Wayne, and in this city 
he has since made his home. 


For more than thirty years I\rr. Span- 
gle has been a close student of'the Bible.

He read it from cover to cover, and then 
began i t ! all over again.

ho ha.=! steadfastly adhered to from that 
day to thi.s. Nothing is allowed io inter- 
fere with his daily communion witli the 
Bible. 
Each week sixteen chapters—no 
more and no less—are gone over thor- 
oughh".

one chapters on a fourth reading. 
He 
reads it prayerfully and carefully, and 
the result has been that his mind is a 
veritable storehouse of Biblical passages, 
texts and references. In fact, tlie sacred 
book seems always at 
Mr. 
Spajigle's 
tongue's end. 
He is glad to talk about 
it, if you are interested, but he will not 
argue over ' questions of belief or inter- 
pretation. 
That does no good and only 
creates dissension, says Mr. Spangle. 


In recenty years Mr. Spangle Ims con- 
tributed to The/Sentinel and other Fort 
Wayne newspapers a series of unique 
Biblical references, each 
dealing 
with 
some particular 
theme and 
embracing 
practically all the Biblical 
statements 


upon the particular 
subject 
treated. 
Usually they are in the form of ques- 
tions, " with 
Biblical 
references 
for 
answers to them. 
Mr. Spangle believes 
this may induec others '.to take up QÌ 
closer study of the Bible. 


Strange to relate, though a deejdy re- 
ligious man, Mr. Spangle! is not affiliated 
with any church organization. 
For him- 
self, he keeps what he terms the Bible 
Sabbath—Saturday. He has evolved from 
his study the basis for a system of faith 
Avhich he terms the Church of Israel^ 
and he is quietly teaching a clasS of/ 
Bible students wTio are in 
sympath.y 
witii his , beliefs. 
Will his new church 
grow ? Tliat remains for coming years to 
tell. 
The one outstanding fact in con 
nection with the man is his Avonderful 
devotion to Biblical study and his fa- 
miliarity with the sacred Word as it has

Chicago, July 25.—^A special day of 
prayer for suffrage, to be held on Aug. 
15—self-denial day—was suggested bj'- 
Catherine Waugh McCulloch ^'estei'day 
afternoon at the suffrage conference at 
the oHtel Sherman. 
Mrs. McCuIlocli 
spoke of the many women who would 
not be able to give anything in a finan- 
cial way at that time, but who never- 
theless would like to feel that they had 
aided the cause, and suggested that the 
churches be called upon to assist in giv- 
ing a spitual signifiance to the day. 


Mrs. Medill McCormick, chairman of 
the conference, approved the idea, and 
said she would submit it to the commit- 
tee of the national or^nization. 


Many Subjects Discussed. 


The first part of the day's progi-am 
was given over to the discussion of plana 
for pulicity, the helping of the cam- 
paign states, and the use of the $50,000 
fund which is to be raised by the close 
of self-denial day. 


Indiana delegates held theirs a cam- 
paign state. 
Mrs. McCormick ruled it 
is not, because there is no campaign on 
for suffrage, though the women 
are 
working diligently for the consitutional 
convention which is their one hope. 


"We practice self-denial all the time," 
said Dr. Amelia Keller, president of the 
Women's Franchise League of Indiana, 
"We have all we can do. But we tave 
no notion of seceding form the nation- 
al." 


Indiana Has Big Plans. 


Dr. Keller explained 
that 
Indiana 
would celebrate a "constitution day" on 
Oct. 17, in seventy-five cities and towns, 
and that all their attention must be 
centered upon that. The meeting passed 
a vote of sympathy and Mrs. McCor- 
raickagi-eed to supply speakers from the 
national bureau. 


Mrs. E. S. Jordan, chairman of the 
finance committee of Wisconsin, is ar- 
ranging a fete in Kensoka, where seven 
girls will^ represent the seven campaign 
states and each one plead the cause of 
her own state. Votes, at 10 cents each, 
will then be cast to determine which 
state stands most in need of assistance. 
The money thus raised will be sent lo 
the winning state.

Five times upon a time( 
and that 
was only thirty-three years ago) there 
were five little boys who played circus 
in their back yards Avith a strip of rag 
carpet for a tent and a paper whale. 
They charged pins and then pennies. 


Then they gave a real show in the 
barn, and then in a hall. 
And now 
they own a million elephants 
(press 
agent), and a million 
billion 
camels 
(more press agent), and whole, whole 
lots of giraffes and hippopotimuses, and 
'bout forty-eleven circuses. 


When the bands blare and the horses 
"rare" and the big green and gold and 
silver wagons come past, and the clowns 
cut up such funny didoes, the chances 
are that you are seeing the men that 
the Ringling Brothers employ to amuse 
the boys and girls; yes, and the men 
and women of America during the sum- 
mer. 


For the circus business of America is 
the Ringling business. 


They owii the 
Ringling 
Brothers' 
show, and Barnum's (which was later 
Barnum & Bailey's), 
the 
Forepaugh- 
Sells shoAvs and what is 
left of 
the 
Hagenbeck's, and most of the dog and 
pony shows, and the remnants of Buf- 
falo Bill's and Pawnee Bill's wild Avest, 
and Ranch 101, and, oh, lota and lots (J. 
other shows. 


And they are the boys who started in 
the barn loft at Baraboo, Wis, 


They are the "circus trust" of Amer- 
ica. 


The chances are that the government 
never will complain, because the Ring- 
ling boys (for they always will be boys, 
no matter h<iw old they get) are n 
"trust." 
They own lots and lots of cir- 
cuses—but many of them they bought 
when they did not need or want them; 
out of sentiment when some of the com- 
petitors of the days when they rode in 
wagons Avere in hard luck.

Ther is too much sentiment in the cir- 
cus business for it to be a destroyer 
or 
a' menace. 
The Ringlings have 
bought shows, carried them, supplied 
them with acts and given the old owner 
full charge and better territory, with 
the chance to buy them back and run 
them. 


Just how many men 
and 
-women, 
horses and dogs these boys own now 
even they do not know exactly. 


A few weeks ago, however, ft syndi- 
cate prqposed to take the shows en- 
tire, unite them with some "Independ- 
ents," give the Ringlings $10,000,000 
and stock in the new concern, and the

By 1900 
they had grown so that they were seri- 
ous competitors of Barnum, Forepaugh 
and Rabinson, and ranked Avith Barnum. 


Those Avcro battling years, for Bar- 
num & Bailey's show was determined 
to hold its claim to the greatest on 
earth. 
The two great circuses fought 
each other for life, folloAving each other 
over the same routes. 
The Ringlings 
Avere determined to stamp themselves as 
the greatest. 


A circus is as individual as its own- 
ers. 
Alt the great shoAvs of the old 
days declined when the genius that cre- 
ated them died. 
Adam Forepaugh had 
died,' and the Ringlings bought the Fore- 
paugh •'Sells shows, to use. in the fight 
with "Jim" Bailey, and when, in 1906, 
Bailey, the last of the great old-time 
circus men, died, the Ringlings bought 
the Barnum show and eliminated the 
last of the serious competitors.

They say 1 am back. 
Whether I am or 
not can only be shown after I have been 
jji tli&re regularly. No Chicago fan hopes 
more than 1 do that 1 am in form to pitch 
winning ball for the White Sox. It has 
been a long, hard light. 
Even now I am 
not cei'tain that the arm is in perfect 
shape, but it is good enough for me to 
be out thei'e helpmg the boys. 


You cannot understand how a fellow 
feels after he has been losing ball games. 


I knew the arm was wrong last year. 
Wliat it was I could not tell. 
Sometliing 
had slipped and even when it felt well 
It did not have the strength that it used 
to have. 
It set me thinking. 
A man learns only thro'ugh 
troubles. 
When my arm first went wrong 1 uiun't 
know much about pitching. T didn't have 
to Ivnow. I hsud the strength and 'Uie conii- 
dence and could break tue spitter so no 
one was sure of hitting it. When I lost 
that I found myself up against it. My 
stock was gone. I had to get something 
else. I had to learn to pitch without it. 
And I did. It was hard work, hard study 
and worry all the time. 
My curve came 
along fairly well, but I didn't know how 
to use It. My side-arm spit ball was 
like learning to pitch all over again. I 
commenced studying batters haa-der and 
harder. 


Last year I thought the arm was going 
to be great. It wasn't. 
Something went 
wrong early in the spring. It never was 
right. 1 had to work and work and study, 
and make my head do the work my ami 
always had done. 


Many a game I simply four-flushed 
and tricked them. 
When I got in a 
hole I shut my ayes, threw my whole 
weight into It, and no matter how it 
hurt, made the ball jump. 
They still 
thought I had something. 
It was a season of suffering for me. 
Suffering and woi'ry combined. 
Last fall 
I had the arm" fixed. 
The muscles were 
snapped back into place, but they did not 
get strong. 
I hoped the winter wo'uld 
bring It around. I didn't even try it, ex- 
cepting to swing it easily once in a while 
and wonder what it would do. This spring 
I tried it out—and it was not there. 


I went to the park every day and 
spent hours tossing the ball, easily, try- 
infr to work it out and to get the strength 
back. 
I was afraid that some 
quick, 
caieiess 
movement 
would 
displace the 
muscles again. 
Every throw^ had to be 
made with just the same careless mo- 
tion. While the boys were a\iay I worked 
alone a t the park, throwing 500 times a 
day, playing the outfield, and worrying. 
Early in June I felt one day that the 
arm worked more freely, that I co^ild 
throw with less effort. It encouraged me. 
I kept quiet. I was afraid to tell the 
boys. 


But one day I cut loose half a dozen 
times and the ball acted as it used to 
act. It did not hurt me to threw, 
and the arm moved freely. I rested 
it three days, then tried again.

Tou can imagine how happy I wa.s. T 
was afraid to say anything, until one 
day Cal noticed that the ball was gath- 
ering speed, and that the motion 
was 
easier. I told him I was ready for the 
triaL 
He urged me to wait—and I waited 
and fretted. In Cleveland he threw me 
in to finish a 
game—and I 
breezed 
thro'ugh two innings. I guess I was the 
h^piest. fellow in America that night. 


When Cal sent me against New York 
I felt worse than I did in my first big 
league game. I almost had stage fright. 
Y'ou see it meant everything to me— 
more than you can guess. I wanted to 


make good for the crowd that has stuck 
to me so long. I did not pitch a good 
game. I did not think enough. My mind 
was on what my arm was doing and 
sometimes I forgot batters and runners. 
But I held them—and that evening I told 
myself that the arm was right. I pitched 
much better than that against the Ath- 
letics, with more confidence, and I had 
more stuff on the ball. 


I think the arm is almost 
back in 
shape. 
It probably 
never will be as 
strong as it was, but if it is just good 
enough to last and let me help the team, 
the work will not be wasted.

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How to Solve Traffic Congestion Problem 


on Calhoun Street is Committee's Big Task 


Fort 
Wayne 
as a city 
of 
narrow 
streets in tlie business district is facing 
a problem in traffic congestion that "s 
likely to be a hard one to solve. 
Ac- 
cording to business men the 
problem 
must be solved sooner or later, and a 
movement started last 
week 
by 
the 
streets 
and 
boulevards 
committee 
of 
the Commercial club is expected to gain 
strength enough within a short time to 
at least afford some relief 
on 
South 
Calhoun street, near the railroads, where 
a t certain times during the day it is 
almost impossible to navigate the mud- 
dle and jam of trucks, street cars, auto- 
mobiles, vans and other vehicles bound 
to and from the railway freight houses 
and depots. 


For some particular reason, it seems, 
every 
truckman, 
chauffeur, 
teamster, 
motor truckman and praotically every- 
body responsible for the movement of 
vehicles in the neighborhood of the de- 
pots and freight stations of the city, 
even go out of their way to reach Cal- 
houn street. 


Sometimes it takes a large truck fif- 
teen minutes, it is said, to trav€i-se one 
block on Calhoun street during the rush 
hours, and they actually leave Clinton 
street, an open'and almost unused thor- 
oughfare for business traffic, to mix up 
in the rush and crowd of rumbling ve- 
hicles. 


Drivers of heavily laden trucks tak- 
ing freight 
from 
the 
Pennsylvania 
freight house actually turn from Clinton 
street or Lafayette street 
and 
move 
oiito Galhoun. 
Drivers of trucks getting 
freight at the Wabash station pull into 
Calhoun street. 
Taxicabs, 
automobiles, 
moving vans, buggies and, in fáct, every 
sort 
of vehicle used 
daily 
in 
Fort 
Wayne, fill t h e street at certain times 
each day to such an extent that prog- 
ress at anywhere near normal speed is 
impossible. 


In approaching the depots and freiglit 
Bheds, it is the same. 
Instead of going 
dowii either Clinton or Lafayette streets 
to reach the Pennsylvania freight depot, 
the drivers must first, it seems, go as 
far down 
Calhoun street 
as 
possibls. 


Vans and trucks bound for the Wabash 
freight station come into Calhoun street 
and then cross under the Calhoun street 
elevation 
and 
around 
to 
the 
freight 
sheds. 
Why this route i» t^ken almost 
every day by nearly all drivers is un- 
known. I t may be only habit, or it may 
jae that the drivers enjoy the delay and 
therefore the momentary rest procured 
by mixing up in the congestion of traf- 
fic, but to say the least, the employers 
of such drivers are the heavy losers. 


Business Men Act. 


It is safe to say that many business 
men who are the handlers of freight in 
large quantities do not know that such 
conditions exi^t. 
They have 
probably 
at times wondered at the 
exceedingly 
lengthy time it took their trucks to .to 
to and from the stations, but it is likely 
that they did not consider the fact that 
their drivers took the longest and most 
difficult way back to the store or fac- 
tory b.y avoiding the 
least 
traveled 
streets and using Call loun street, with 
its heavy traffic and resultant delay in 
movement. 


The 
conditions, however, 
are to 
be 
called to the attention of the shippers 
and 
others 
whose 
business 
compels 
them to send thir wagons and trucks to 
the freight depots 
and to the 
south 
side, because thafitreets and boulevards 
committee of the Commercial club, of 
Avhich William H. Scheimann is chair- 
man, has "been instructed by the club's 
directors to 
investigate the 
congested 
traffic on the 
city's 
main 
business 
street, and after submitting a report to 
the club, petition the city board of pub- 
lic works to take up the matter. -Other 
members of this committee are R. F. 
Diserens, B. Paul Mossman, George W. 
Beers and Henry Beadell. 


In session last week, the committee 
in discussing the traffic congestion in- 
cluded in its deliberations the bad pav- 
ing conditions on Clinton street, and it 
was decided to ask the board of works 
to make improvements, and making- the 
street more tempting as a way of ap- 
proach and departure from the Pennsyl- 
vania station and freight depot. 
Harri- 


son street, however, is said to be in 
good condition and there is no excuse 
that can be offered by teamsters 
and 
chauffeurs for not using it. 


Is Up to Bosses. 


I t is believed that a certain per cent, 
of traffic congestion on South Calhoun 
street could be eliminated if the mas- 
ter teamsters or the employers of team- 
sters and truckmen or chauffeurs would 
post notices 
and give instmctions 
to 
their employers that they should avoid 
Calhoun street as much as possible. 


• According to members of the board 
of public works, the congestion 
could 
be reduced if employers would demand 
that their vans be kept from the main 
street, and in 
leaving 
the 
different 
freight stations or points in the south 
part of the city, use either Clinton. La- 
fayette 
or 
Harrison 
streets. 
They 
should demand that a teamster in leav- 
ing the Pennsylvania freight depot come 
down 
either 
Clinton 
or Lafayette, if 
bound for some point east of Calhoun 
street. 
If en route to some point west 
of Calhoun street, cross the street in- 
stead of traveling on it from the rail- 
roads, and take Harrison street down 
town. 


This plan if put into effect -would not 
only save time, but would sa\'e money, 
for delay means a loss of money, and 
drivers using Calhoun street for heavy 
tiucking surely get delayed, sometimes 
for a longer period 
of time than 
at 
would ordinarily take them 
to 
reach 
their destination had they used 
other 
thoroughfai'es. 


Ct>-operatlon among 
merchants 
and 
business men is needied to make this 
plan a success in solving the congestion 
problem, and it will be'the duty of the 
Commercial 
club's 
committee 
to 
se- 
cure the co-operation of every business 
house and manufacturing plant in the 
city. 


Calhoun stret is too narrow for such 
a great amount of heavy traffic, and as 
stated before, the problem of remedying 
conditions will not be an easy one to 
solve and it can not be done in. a day, 
week or month, but it must be done 
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sooner or later, and with the co-opera- 
tion of the entire city, in an effort to 
keep drivers from the street when other

heavy A^ans drawn by horses and scores 
of automobiles attempting to pass along 
the mai-ket place.. The street is so con- 
gested almost every market day

This condition along market place is 
due directly to the apparent joy of driv- 
ers in passing through Congested streets.

It prostrated two large steel smoke 
fifcftcks over the power plant and tore 
off about forty feet of the cupola roof 
and deposited the wreckage on some

slijg^tly and injuring one of the em- 
ployes. 
Maxshinifit William PI. Barney, 
the;" tinfortunate man, had just climbed 
jfyom the pit beneath one of the engines, 
where he had been doing some work, 
wh^n one of the boai-ds from the roof 
is^rttds: him, cutting a bad gash in his 
¿oalp and bruising, cutting and sprifin- 
one of hia arms. 
He was attended 
Iby Dr. Budd VanSweringen, who had 
to take five stitches in the scalp to 
oiose the woundj and was then sent to 
his home, No. 2211 Oliver street. 


The steel smoke stacks broke in two 
as they fell and sections were driven 
ettdwise through the roof of the power 
piBsxt, destroying the front of the boil- 
«sa in their descent and doing other 
damage. 
The boilers were completely 
jrat out of commission and considerable 
damage was sustained by the telephone 
and electric lighting systems, as the

The Hanging of Gregory McDougal. 
1857.—An organized gang of desper- 
adoes who terrorized tlie entire north- 
eastern portion of Indiana during the 
forties and fifties, became so bold in the 
commission of their crimes that the leg- 
islature responded to the appeal of the 
law-abiding citizens to organize them- 
selves into bands comiuonly known as 
"regulators." 
The law empowered them 
to capture criminals, give them a fair 
trial, and, if advisable, to inflict the 
2)unishment of death. 


Gregorv'^ McDougal, a notorious leader 
of a band of horse thieves, robbers and 
murderers, was caught 
in 
1857, and 
ehortly afterward tried and hanged. The 
Fort Wayne "regulators" attended the 
execution, which took place near Dia- 
mond lake, in Noble county, January 26,

Troubles With Criminals. 
Six criminals sawed their way out of 
the county jail at Fort Wayne, and all 
remained at large except George ]\fans- 
fiekl, a counterfeiter, wlio Avas captm'ed 
at Toledo. 


During the November session of the 
circuit coui't Joseph Supple, convicted of 
operating a swindle, broke away from 
Sheritr ^Villiam Fleming and, after a 
spirited race, dashed into the St. INlary's 
river near 
Calhoun street, hoping to 
reach the opposite bank and disappear 
into the woods. The sheriil" plunged into 
the icy water and caught the fugitive, 
Avho continued to struggle to escape un- 
til the ofl:icer administered a discourag- 
ing "ducking."

charged with horsestealing; all received 
prison sentences. 


The body of

Samuel S. Morss, Mayor. 
The warm contention over the^ main- 
tenance of the public schools was car- 
ried into the municipal campaign of 
1857, and Samuel S. Morss was chosen

platform, 
winning over his opponent, L. Wolke, by 
a vote of 763 to 518.

James L. Worden was re-elected ,judge 
of the circuit court; and S. J. Stoughton 
was again chosen prosecuting attorney 
of this court, while William S. Smith 
was elected prosecutor of the court of 
common pleas. 


Charles Case, Congressroan, 


Charles Case won in the race for con- 
gress by a majority of 749 over James 
L. Worden. Mr. Case had been appointed 
to serve an unexpired term in 1857, on 
account of the death of Samuel Brenton. 
He was a Fort Wayne attorney; later 
he sei-ved in the civil war, and rose to 
the position of colonel of the 129th In- 
diana infantry.

A "Free" School Demonstration. 
In the summer of 1858. with Samuel 
Hanna as presidejit of the day, the Pitts- 
burgs, Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad 
carried two train loads of I'ort Wayne 
people to Warsaw for a great free-school 
demonstration. 
Stirring addresses were 
made by Charles Case, Samuel Hanna, 
Superintendent George A. Irvin and Wil- 
liam Rockhill. 
"Wthout 
wishing 
to 
make an invidious distinction," says The 
Sentinel, "we feel it a duty especially 
to commend the address made by Master 
Charles McC\illoch, one of the students 
of our free school, which, for facts and 
argument it contained, the beauty and 
excellence of its language and the ease 
and grace of its delivery, would ha^•e 
been creditable to the ablest and most 
experienced

speaker 
on

grounds." 
A committee composed of 
Dr. C. E. Sturgis, L. C. Jacoby. Rev. R. 
D. Robinson, Samuel Hanna, D. L. Beaver 
and Peter P. Bailey, solicited a sufficient 
amount of money from private citizens 
to allow the reopening of the schools in 
the following September.

Bishop Luers and the Diocese of Fort 
Wayne. 


With the division of the Catholic dio- 
cese of Vincennes, which comprised the 
entire state of Indiana, the north half 
v-as organized in 1857 into the diocese 
of Fort Wayne, which city became the 
episcopal see. 
The diocese consisted of 
forty-two counties. Rt. Rev. J. H. Luers 
(born near Munster, Germany, in 1819) 
became the first bishop. 
Arriving in 
Fort Wayne from Cincinnati, where he 
was serving as pastor of St. Joseph's 
church, he gave prompt attention to the 
preparations for the erection of the Ca- 
thedral of the Immaculate Conception, 
for which Rev. Julian Benoit had al- 
ready matured plans. 
The church was 
erected in 1859. In this year Rev. Julian 
Benoit was appointed the 
first 
vicar 
general of the diocese of Fort ^Vlayne. 


Rev. Joseph Wentz became the pas- 
tor of St. Mai-y's Catholic church; his 
assistants, in turn, were Revs. A. Heit- 
man, A. Young and B. T. Bbrg. 


Rev. Joseph Wentz became the pas- 
tor of the Trinity Episcopal church; his 
successor, in 1858, was Rev. Caleb A. 
Bruce. 


The congregation of Achd'uth Ves- 
halom synagogue, of B'nai Israel, erected 
a small building on the west side of 
Harrison street, between 
Wayne 
and 
Washington streets. 
Eabbi Solomon of- 
ficiated as pastor. 


Rev. Stephen Wilklns became the pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church.

The "Planking" of Calhoun Street. 
Owing to its almost impassable condi- 
tion in wet weather,. Calhoun street was 
ordered 
by 
the 
city .council 
to be 
"planked" from Berry to Lewis streets; 
the portion bordering the court house 
square on the west had already been 
cared for. 
The contract for. the Avork 
was awarded to T. P. Anderson, but, 
owing to the disturbed conditions which 
acconjpanied the opening of the. civil 


v.-ar period, the work was not finished 
until 18Ü3.

Sunday Closing, With Exceptions. 
Among the ordinances passed by the city 
council was one requiring grogseller.s ' to 
discontinue dispensing liquors on Sun- 
day except to "boatmen navigating tho 
canal."' 
Tho "roiling of hoops" and the 
ilying of kites was prohibited, and all 
citizens were reqtiired to refrain from 
lioting and hxinting on the Sabbath day.

Jones, Bass & Company, whose foundry 
and machine shops were located on the

This was the beginning of the im- 
mense Pennsylvania railroad shops of 
today. 


In September, 1857, Sion S. Bass and 
William H. Jones formed the partner- 
ship of Jones & Bass, and. established a 
new foundry and machine shop on th<? 
Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railway and the Wabash railway; in the 
following year, John H. Bass and Edward 
Force formed a partnership and leased 
the plant.

Settlers of 1857. 
Among the prominent men who settled 
in Fort Wayne in 1857 may be mentioned 
Alfred P. Edgerton, Judge James A. Fay, 
Judge John Morris, Louis liastetter and 
Prof. John H. Ungeniach. 


Alfred P. Edgerton 
(born in Platts- 
burgh, N. Y., in 1813) had already at- 
tained fame as a lawyer and business 
man as well as a political leader in 
New York and Ohio. He had served in 
the Ohio legislature and in the national 
house of representatives, 
and he re- 
tained his citizenship in Ohio until 1802. 
In 18.59 he l)ecanie associated with Hugh 
McCHilloch and I'liny Hagland as a lesse<! 
of the Wabash and Erie canal in Indi- 
ana. and became the general manager of 
tlie waterway from the state line to 
Ten-e Haute. In 1863 he was the nomi- 
nee ft)r lieutenant governor on the dem- 
ocratic ticket with Thomas A. Hendricks, 
and in 1872 was tendered the nomination 
for governor by the O'Connor democrats, 
an honor which he declined. As a mem- 
ber of the. school board and of the na- 
tional civil service commission, his work 
was of a high onler. 


Judge Fay, born in 1S13 at Northamp- 
ton, X. Y.. came to Fort Wayne from 
Connorsville, Ind., where he had been 
ailniiitod to the bar. 
As judge of the 
criniiiial court and in other positioiis of 
importance. Judge Fay served well the 
])eo])le wlio reposed confidence in hini. 


•Tudgo 3[orris (born near Xew Lisbon, 
Ohio, ill 1816) removed to Fort AVayne 
from Auburn. 
Ind., 
having 
already 
served a.s judge of the common pleas 
court. 
As a mcniber of the supreme 
court Cfiinmission a n d in o t h e r responsi- 
ble publie. po.sitions. he rendered good 
.service to tlie .state. 


Louis Rastetter (born in P.aden. Gcr- 
many. in 1834) became a leading manu- 
facturer of hubs, spokes, buggy hows and 
like products. 


Prof. John 
H. I'ncemach 
(born 
at 
ZanesviHe. Oliio. in 1843) came to Fort 
Wayne as a student of the Lutheran 
seminary. 
He became a teacher in a 
parochial school in Boston, but returned 
to Fort Wayne in 1873 and continued 
until his death in 1914 in 
important 
educational work. 


Activities of 1857.

"JVii-. 
Bailey is a Avarm republican," observed 
llie Sentinel, "and he 'pitches in' as 
earnestly as if he actually believes what 
he writes about disunion, pro-slavery 
and Lecompton juggle.".

Gustavus J. Neubert, in the same year, 
established the Staats-Zeitung, with its 
publication office located on the south 
side of Columbia street, between Cal- 
houn and Clinton streets.

tess Chotek—against the stem opposi- 
tion of his uncle, the emperor. The lat- 
ter iinally agreed to the marriage, but 
forced the archduke to swear solemnly 
that no children of their imion should 
succeed to the throne. 


There have been three children, 
the 
eldest sOn being jMaximilian, "the fairy 
prince." 
He is 11 years old. 


Now that Francis Ferdinand is dead, 
lawyers and publicists such as the fa- 
mous Count Sternberg, point out that 
Hungarian law and custom does not rec- 
ognize such a thing as the morganatic 
marriage. Therefore Francis Joseph Avas 
legally married, and Prince Maximilian 
is heir to the throne of Hungary by every 
legal tenet of tlie land.

unions in which fresh, noble blood was 
mingled Avith that of the Hapsburgs. 


Europe wonders gloomily Avhether a 
bloody war of succession Avill break out 
in the cause of one or both of them. 


It might result in a disriiption of the 
dual kingdom. 
In such an upheaval o* 
the geogi-aphic lines of Europe, little 
Pi'ince Maximilian Avould sit upon the 
throne of Himgary, and the Archduke 
Charles Francis Joseph would succeeed 
to the kingdom of Austria.

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Expensive Interurban Right-of-Way Now Given Over 
to Weeds, With Potato Patch Now and Then on Line

Oiie man along the interiirban traction 
line projected between Fort Wayne and

running into Toledo, has i)robably the 
xaoist expensive 
potato 
patch in the 
county, as he has put out a crop in part 
of the right of way A\'hich cost in aotual 
cash and labor the round sum of $40,- 
000. 


Farmers along the projected line were 
caught in the financial maelstrom that 
swallowed the project for sums ranging 
from $75 into the hundreds, partly in 
good coin of the realm, partly in labor 
and partly in land donations for the 
right of way. 


Most of them would 
take 
another 
chance of the same kind, as they con- 
fidently believe that the road will even- 
tually be built and that it will be a suc- 
cess. 


Wall Street Frowned. 


This project reached Wall street and 
Wiall street frowned upon it. 
Simply because the money kings hold it 
Is a most difficult matter to establish a 
new line of travel. 


They hold that where an interurban 
line is built parallel with a steam line 
success generally follows tlie venture, be- 
cause it keeps to a beaten path. 


They also hold that people away from 
the interurban and steam lines become 
accustomed to travel either by horse- 
drawn vehicles or have purchased auto- 
mobiles and they can not be induced to 
patronize any sort of 
public 
service 
transit company. Besides, they are fewer 
in number and the possibility for busi- 
ness is not so good as in more populous 
communities. 


There was also another element that 
entered into the nmtter. In the days of 
a few years back most every fellow you 
met had. in his pocket a prospectus for 
an interurban line with blue prints and 
literature that promised fabulous retiu'ns 
for money invested. 


Line Along Old CanaL 
^^liile this line was being built, foJf 
there really was a lot of grading and 
it reached a stage beyond the projective, 
äomebdy conceived the idea that it would 
be a good plan to construct one along 
the old towpath between Fort Wayne 


and 
Toledo and this 
became noised 
about and practically defeated the Bryan 
imdertaking. 


"Some day this line will be built and 
when it does it will • be Fort Wayne's 
best feeder," is the general expression 
along the proposed route. 
It will pass 
through a good countr\^ and the grades 
and levels are all favorable to compara- 
tively cheap construction, but in these 
days of high finance it is difficult to get 
anj-- capitalist to take hold of projects 
of this kind. 


Usually they wait until a road is 
built and equipped and generally they 
can buy it cheaper of a receiver than 
they can at first hand. 


Franchises Have Expired. 


Robert Bastress was the last active 
projector who took an interest in the 
road. He worked it up to a point where 
he was ready to come in over the Lake- 
side car line, entering the city by way 
of Eeed's Comers, and there was a time 
when it looked like he would be suc- 
cessful. 


He obtained a renewal of an expired 
franchise for a year and worked hard fo 


get the money necessary to build, but 
was unsuccessful and the project has 
been given up for the present at leapt 
and so far as is known there is no move- 
ment contemplated to revive interest. 


Before thé county commissioners grant 
another permit they will be pretty sure 
that the money is in sight. 
They want 
the road because they regard it with 
great favor, but they do not want any 
more failures. 


Bridges and Culverts Built. 


Some eight or ten bridges and culverts 
made of concrete were built along the 
proposed line at a cost of possibly $6,000, 
and on some of them the contractors are 
still waiting for their money. 


Along with the potato patch, which is 
a short distance out of Mays ville, is 


shown one of the bridges, which is east 
of the same town. 
The only aervi^je 
that these bridges have ever been de- 
voted to has been to provide crossings 
now and then for the commissioners at 
times when they were tearing out cul- 
verts or bridges along the poimty road. 


Travel was diverted temporarily 
to 
these bridges and the picture shows one 
in use. 
At the time 
the 
photograph 
was taken Hcorgc .Jaap and his men were 
tearing out an old bridge and making 
ready to put in a now one. 


Reclaimed the Land. 


In one or two places along the lind, 
principally in the vicinity of the Cham- 
berlain settlement, the right of way was 
purchased outright and belongs to some- 
body. .Just Avho is a question and until 


this matter is settled the land will be 
devoted or rather left to the gi'owing 
of noxious weeds, as there is no obli- 
gation on the part of the road superin- 
tendents to keep them down. 


At other points contracts were made 
with landowners to buy the strips of 
ground needed for the enterprise, and in 
many instances the former owners have 
reclaimed this strip and have set out the 
fences that were moved back at tlie 
time the gi'ading was done. 


Others have probably concluded tiiat 
the land is hardly worth the expense 
of reclaiming and have decided to give it 
up, believing that the expense of moving 
fences is greater than the return that 
might be gained. 


Engineers and surveyors Vho went 
over the route were paid, labor was fur^ 
nished by residents along the line and) 
never paid for and there is little doubt 
that the total sunk will reach the neigh- 
borhood of $40,000, and all of this haai 
practically gone to waste. 


Prospects Look Good. 


Prospects for a good potato crop on 
the patch that was planted this spring 
are good. If the strip was donated the 
man who gave it can at least expect to 
get some returns for his donation. 


If it Avas sold and never paid for, th& 
cro]i may yield him a little interest, and 
in any event this lone potato patch wlU 
probably yield the only revenue that wilT 
ever be procured from the investment of 
$40,000.

Oakwood Heights, N, Y., July 26.—"If 
the America fails to fly across the 'her- 
ring pond,' it will be because of just one, 
thing, and one thing only—the purely 
Bcientiflc difficulty of guidance. 
There 
to my mind, is the bjg problem, which 
only the actual flying test by Lieut. 
Porte can solve." 


This is tlie opinion of Haldeman von 
Figyeluessy, who is both an experienced 
and daring aviator, and also one of the 
wuntry's foremost experts in aeroplane 
mechanics. 
He has just returned from 
Hn extended stay at Hammondsport, N. 
.y., where he studied the big ship which 
Lieut. Porte will guide in 
the 
great 
krans-Atlantic flight. 
. Few men are better qualified than Von 
figylenessy to form and express an ex- 
|>ert opinion on the chances of Porte and 
America. 
He is a son of Col. Philip von 
FIgyelnessy, a noted Himgarian patriot 
Vnd exile, who came, to America to serve 
>8 a union officer in the civil war. 
Von 
Igyelnessy is a graduate of the College 
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STvitzerland, and of the MassachiMetts 
Institute of Technology. 
Ho ia a li- 
censed pilot of the Aero Olub of America 
and holds the world's height record for 
parachute jumping, having dropped 2,500 
feet from a balloon at Trenton, N. J.

CAPTURED THE "INSURGENTE

Newport 
training station, to 
Washington, to be 
maintained there as a relic of our early 
sea victories, and the farther statement 
was venturpó that the Constellation was 
thè ship which captured the Guerriere 
during tho War of 1S12. 


Now, readers of newspapers so well 
advised in naval matters, know as a his- 
torical fact that- it was not the Con- 
stellation ;at alU but the frigate Constitu- 
tion (44), Captain Isaac Hull, U. S. N., 
which on the 19th of Aug^ist, 1812," at 
two o'clock P. M., in latitude 41 degrees 
41 minutes north, longitude 55 degrees 
48 minutes east, sighted a sail which 
ultimately peeved to be H. B. M. S. 
frigate Gtierriere (38), Captain Dacre^ 
R. N., commanding. 


The- GuerHere Opens Pire. 
By five P. M. the Guerriere commenced 
the action, at long range, wearing several 
times to avoid being raked, and finally 
bore up arid ran off under the three top- 
sails and lib. with the wind on the quar- 
ter. Prior to this, however, while closing 
with the enemy' the Constitution would 
occasionaJïy yaw, and as the forward 
puns bore they would be fired to get the 
rangée; but little or no damage was don( 
Eìthei ship by this distant cannonade. 


It wias Captain Hull's design to hold 
his serious fire until close aboard the 
enemy; 
therefore, 
when 
the Guerriere 
brought the wind over her taffrail, as 
Indicated above, about six o'clock, Cap- 
tain Hull accepted the movement as a 
challenge to come fairly alongside, and 
Betting 
at 
once 
the 
main 
topgallant- 
sail and foresail the Constitution gath- 
ered fresh way and her bows were quick- 
ly doubling on the Guerriere's quarter. 


The forward and after guns, respec- 
tively, of each ship were discharged in 
rapid succession as they' bore, and tlie 
frigates were sooii running off yardarm 
to yardarm exchanging a tremendous 
fire. 
In about ten minutes after the 
. vessels were fairly abeam of each other 
the Guerriçre's mizzgii mast went by the 
» board, and the Constitution, with her 
- greater niomentum, ranged ahead slowly, 
maintaining the intensity of her fire, and 
luffed around, the Guerriere's bows to 
avoid being raked. 


It was in executing this 
manoeuvre;

Upon inspection it was found imprac- 
ticable to save the Guerriere, .so .serious 
were her injuries; therefore the follow- 
ing day the ship was fired and .soon 
ufterwai-d blew up. 
The Constitution 
made sail for Boston, where she arrived 
on August 30. 
In this action, which in 
its intense form lasted only little over 
thirty minutes, the Guerriere lost in 
killed and wounded sevcnty-nhie; the 
Constitution, fourteen. 


Knglaud Deemed luTiacible. 


It is not easy at this distant day to 
realize the effect produced by this vic- 
tory. Although the Constitution was the 
heavier ship and ought to have won, as 
she did, so great was the British prestige 
on the ocean that not only the English 
themselves but the naval world in gen- 
eral deemed them invincible on their 
chosen element. 
As Cooper, whom

says, "Perhaps the only portion of our 
people who anticipated other results may 
have been the little body of sea officers 
upon Avhom the trial would fall." 


The Constitution now lies at Boston

of $100,000 was, 1 believe, expended 
upon her in necessary repairs, and with 
care and attention she •should now last 
•many years, one of tho outward

To us she stands in the same light that 
the Victory does to the Briti.'jh. Wasih- 
ington seems the logical place for this 
historic national relic to bo moored, but 
the Bostonese are much attached to her, 
and should it be seriously intended to 
remove her I fancy a tremendous pro- 
test w-ould result from New England in 
general and Boston in particuhir. 


Now ajs to the Constellation, this ship 
was originally built at the same time as 
the Constitution, being authorized also 
under the law of 1794, which provided 
for six frigates. 


The Constellation got to sea under her 
first commission early in June, 179S, 
bearing the broad pennant of Commo- 
dore Truxtun. 
This was during 
our 
quasi war with France, and practically 
all the vessel's especial renown was ac- 
quired during that conflict.

On the 9tb of February, 1799, she cap- 
tiired the French frigate Insurgente (40) 
off the Island of Nqvis, 'West Indies.

These, by the way, hav- 
ing been found too heavy for the ship, 
were landed at the expiration of this 
cruise and ;oug IS's substituted therefor 
with excellent results. 
The Insurgente 
was reputed one of the fastest shiiis 
afloat. 
She was much cut up in this 
action and sustained a loss of twenty- 
nine killed and forty-one wounded.

Constellation was considerably damaged 
aloft, but suffered but little material in- 
jury below the hammock cloths and had 
but three men wounded, among them 
Midshipman James McDonough. whose 
foot was shot away.

The Insurgente wa.s refitted and taken 
into our service as a "thirty-six," but in 
July, ISOO, was lost with all on board ;

Since this plctiire was made wondgr- 
ful docks have been built for the accom- 
modation of thè dreadnoughts of the 
naTy. 
Dry docks have even been towed 
across the gcetiQ one of the most im- 


still under the command' of the gallant 
Truxtun, was off the Island of Guada- 
loupe, Basse Terre, bearing east five 
leagues, when a sail was sighted to the 
southward and eastward, steering west. 


• A Long Stern Chase. 


After endeavoring in vain to exchange 
signals with the stranger the Constella- 
tion made sail in chase and as the dis- 
tance between the vessels decreased the 
chase was made out a French ship of 
war, when tho English colors at first 
shown by tî'.e Constellation were hauled 
down and that ship cleared for action. 
The chase was now easily made out to 
be a heavy frigate mounting fifty-two 
guns. 
At this time f;he wind failed al- 
most completely, so that the chase con- 
tinued until the noon of the second, when 
the freshening wind enabled the Con- 
stellation to draw ahead, but it 
was 
nevertheless oi.ght o'clock in the evening 
before the ships were in hailing dis- 
tance of each other, the stranger hav- 
ing hauled by the wind a little and the 
Constellation doubling on her weather 
quarter. 
Just as Commodore 
Truxtun 
was on the point of ! hailing the enemy 
opened fire from his sterh and quarter 
guns and a few minutes later the Con- 
stellation 
was 
in 
position 
to 
return 
tilie compliment^ with a broadside, when 
the action became general. 


The firing commenced a little after 
eight o'clock and lasted with vigor until 
one o'clock in the morning of the third, 
the vessels most of the time 
running 
free 
side by side, when the stranger 
hauled out of action. Commodore Trux- 
tun at once ordered his yards braced up 
in chase, but was informedlhat the main- 
mast was unsijpported save by its wood, 
all the standing rigging having been sI;ot 
away and so. repeatedly as to repder the 
use of stoppers impossible. 
The Commo- 
dore, realizing the jeopaz'dy of his spai's, 
ordered the retreat sounded, and all hands 
•bent thoir energies to securing this im- 
portant masr, but no exertion could pre- 
vent the catastrophe, and a few minutes 
after the enemy sheered off the main- 
mast went by the board, taking with it 
Midsliipmaij Jarvis and the men in the 
top. who were all lost save one seaman. 


The gallant Jarvis' memory is perpetii- 
ated in our service by tlie torpedo craft 
of that líame. 


Bad as the eonditio'n of the Constella- 
tion was, that of the enemy was in- 
finitely worse. 
She proved to be the 
French frigate "Vengeance, of fifty-two 
guns, Captain Pitot, and carried a crew 
of between ïour hundred and five hun- 
dred men. 
She reached Curacao in a 
sinking çomjitlpn with fifty killed and 
one hundred and ten wounded, after an 
engagement lasting five hours within 
pistol range. 
Tbë Constellation 
lost 
fourteen killed and twenty-iive wounded, 
eleven of the latter dying of their wounds. 
Cotnmodore Truxtun found it impossible 
to fetch any port ' to windward in his 
crippled condition, so as soon as ' the 
wreckage was clear of the ship ghe was 
kept awa.,- for Jamaica, where she, arr 
rived in safety. 
Commodore Truxtun 
received a gold medal for his fine con- 
duct in these affairs from Congr^ss^ and 
poor Jarvis' gallantry was approved .JJ a 
solemn resolution. 
Incidentally I may 
say that one of our present torpedo boat 
destroyers also bears the name of ^ a x - 
tun. 


The first action 
In our war 
with' 
Tripoli was fought between the Constel- 
lation 
Captain Murray, U. S. N., 
«nd a flotilla of Tripolitan gunboftts and 
the shore 'batteries« la wbioh oür good 


She saw 
other 
service 
of 
a 
general 
character In the war with the Barbary 
States in connection with the other ships 
of our squadron in the ^Mediterranean. 
At the breaking out of tho War of 1S12 
the Constellation was lying in the east- 
em branch of the Potomac River "in 
ordinary," but was repaired and equipped 
and manned at Washington, and unaei 
the command of Captain Charles- Stew- 
art, during the month of January, 1813, 
dropped down the river with tho ulti- 
mate object of getting outside of 
the 
Capes of Virginia, but owing to various 
detentions in getting down the river and 
bay, upon her arrival at Hampton lioads 
it v/as' found that the entrance to the 
Chesapeake was blockaded by a British 
squadron. 


The ship was therefore moved up to 
Norfolk, where she remained during the 
war. 
The 
British 
formulated 
several 
schemes for cutting the ship out in file 
Elizabeth River, but early notice of their 
intentions enabled the vessel to be so 
thoroughly prepared to receive the enemy 
that 
the latter 
wisely 
determined 
to 
abandon the enterprise. 
After conclu- 
sion of the treaty of peace with Great 
Britain 
for forty years the ship saw 
seiwice in all parts of the world under 
various commanders, all of whom re- 
ported well of her performances under 
all conditions of wind and weather. 


In 
185o the Constellation 
was 
re- 
built at Norfolk, Va., at which time her 
poop 
and 
topgallant 
forecastle 
were 
removed, her bulwarks cut down 
and 
her «pardeck battery lauded, save two 
guns, one on the forecastle and one aft. 
She had twenty-two guns in broadside 
on the gundeck, making of her a twenty- 
four gun "sloop." 
For the succeeding 
nine years she bore the flag in various 
parts of the world, including the west 
coast 
of 
Africa, 
as 
one 
of 
tJhe 
squadron engaged 
in 
the 
suppression 
of the slave trade. 
On this cruise she 
overhauled 
and 
captured 
the 
famous 
clipper ship Cora, slave laden. After the 
civil war—to be more accurate, in June, 


toga were sent to the Naval Academy 
to replace tiie Savannah and the Macedo- 
nian, and the Constellation 
remained 
there for many years as a practice ship, 
being relieved some time in tlie 'SO's, I 
think, by the Monongahela and trans- 
ferred to U)e training station at New- 
port, R. I., where she is at this writing. 


If the shii) be restored to her original 
form Ûie topgallant forecastle and poop- 
deck should be replaçedj and the bul- 
warks raised to their proper height, the 
spardeck batteiy remounted and certain 
other details on that deck restored. 


Should her suggested overhauling ha 
faithfully and carefully done and should 
the vessel afterward be regularly docked 
and repaired as to her hull, spars and 
general equipment, she would last indefi- 
nitely at her proposed new station in the 
Potomac, and as the years pass would 
become more and more an object of in- 
terest to the thousands who annually 
visited the national capital. 


I would like to see her in charge of a 
line officer of command rank assisted by 
two or more commissioned subordinates 
of the line and the necessary warrant 
officers, a few seamen to care for the 
vessel properly and sufficient marines to 
perform the necessary guard duty. 


There must be on the retired list many 
officers who are quite able to perform 
such a duty as this who are devoted to 
the traditions of the service and would 
be very glad of such an assignment, and 
Congress could, and no doubt would if 
needful, pa.ss an enabling act permitting 
the Secretary of the Navy to make such 
a detail from the retired personnel. 


The ship moored in full sight of the 
beautiful Potomac Park, with all her 
spars aloft and everything shipshape and 
Bristol-fashion about her, bearing, per- 
haps, the flag of the Admiral of the 
navy, or of the commandant of the Wash- 
ington naval station, would at all times 
attract attention and on the occasion of 
national fêtes and other functions would 
be a most impressive object.

E X T year, 1915, will be the s e m i - s a d n e s s . 
His eye kindled and showed a 
centennial of the close of the war 
spark of ancient fire, like the 
Arab 
^ 
centennial of the close of the war 
between the North aiid South. • In 
the fifty years that have passed sinte 
that momentous event most of the par- 
ticipants therein have been enshrouded 
in eternal rest. Day by day. their com- 
rades are joining thenj. 
The 
rapidly 
thinning ranks of veterans make it meet 
to anticipate and record now what in 
another twelve months shall be among 
more distant memories. 


Carry your thoughts back to 1885, to 
the Memorial Day of nine and twenty 
years ago. For months General Grant 
had realized the critical state of 
his 
health. To retrieve ill fortune he' had 
engaged 
to 
write 
his 
"Personal 
Me- 
moirs." 


Memorial Daj 
that year had been 
ushered in by the full brightness of early 
summer. 
The armory of the Seventh 
regiment held a busy, lively throng. 
A 
thousand men, the city's best, were pre- 
paritig for the parade as escort to the 
scarred veterans of days gone by. -The 
"gallant boys," spick and spaa in the 
pride of manhood, sallied forth in Park 
avenue, with flags flying, the band play- 
ing an inspiring air. 
Wheeling 
into 
Sixty-sixth 
street, 
the ' command 
was 
given, "Cferry arm»" 
From company to 
company, rank close on rank, one im- 
pulse was felt J-—"Brace up, boys!" ^We 
were aware that Colonel Clark was teri- 
derin^ the regimental. salute to Geperal 
Grant, the hero of a hundred battles. 


Tliere, at a second story window, the 
stricken General sat as the citizen-sol- 
diers marched past. 
His pale, emaciated 
features for a moment brightened dis- 
tinctly, though markjBd iritiii a profouttti 


charger's buoyancy at a breath of desert 
air. 
In silence he bowed to the flag he 
had helped restore to a united country. 


Some two weeks after the Memorial 
Day parade it w^as decided country air 
and quiet might prove beneficial, and th* 
patient was removed to Mount Mac» 
Gregor, near Saratoga. 
He kheW it to be 
his last journey. 
The finishing touches 
had been put to his "Memoirs," the pref- 
ace was revised, his w^ork was done, and 
by the beginning of July a decline eet in, 
leaving no hope. 
On July 23 he passed 
to rest eternal. 


Among the places he named where ho 
wished to bo buried New York was one, 
"because the people of that city befriend- 
ed me in my need." August 8 thiji-efore 
saw his imposing funeral. 
The Seventh, 
regiment took .part in the military pro- 
cession tp Riverside Drive, on the Hud- 
son, and shared the honor of firing three 
volleys when the mortal r e m a ^ 
^ ^ e 
deposited in the temporary vanlt. 


It may not be out of place to quote 
words of Grant's which have becpm^i 
clear in their fulfilment; 


"The war has made us a nation of 
great power and intelligence.

I feel that we are on the eve of a new 
era, when there is to be great harmony- 
between the Federal and Confederate. 
I cannot stay to be a living witness to 
the correctness of this prophecy, but 1 
feel it within me that it is to be so.

The Hermit at His Doorway.' 
The Pond and the Hermit,. 


died when he was a young man. 
There 
were 
other 
children, 
but 
where 
they 
went, whether they arc alive or dead, he 
cannot say. 
And it is evident that he re- 
gards it as wholly immaterial. 


Twenty odd years ago he was a squat- 
ter iu a smelly little shack on the east- 
erly 
shore 
of 
Orr's 
Island. 
Then, 
as 
now, his ambitions were conspicuous by 
their absence; his actual needs few. Half 
a dozen lobster pots and a hand line or 
t^\o supplied his table and brought him 
the small change he occasionally found 
useful when the flour iu the barrel ran 
low or the dented kerosene can became 
empty. 
To-day the condition of the flour 
barrel worries him even less titan it did 
twenty years ago, and as for illuminant 
—when Nature ceases to provide the day- 
light John Darling goes to bed. 


When wealthy summer persons from 


the cities acquired the property at Orr's

Yet 
their sous live, aud so long as they do 
it seems reasonably certain that 
John 
Darling VN'ill remain on Pond Island un-' 
til the end comes or until 
unforeseen 
contingencies .nrise. 


Should he become ill or unable longer 
to shift for himself, making it necessary 
for him to seek assistance, he then offi- 
cially pauperizes himself, in which event 
the Selectmen of Orr's Island, town of 


llarpswell, will be forced to take a hand, 
remove him to suitable quarters aud pro- 
vide for his comfort. 
B u t until he asks 
for such assistance, which has beeu of- 
fered repeatedly and which Darling has 
as repeatedly refused, they cannot legally 
remove him to more suitable 
quarters. 
And 
Darling, 
although 
many 
times 
poorer than the poorest pauper of Harps- 
well, is still not dependent upon 
town 
charity aud therefore elects to live his 
life in his own way. 
This, doubtless, is 
as satisfactory to others concerned as it 
is to him. 


When 
twenty-odd 
years 
ago 
John 
loaded into his doi-y his entire worldly 
possessions 
and 
started 
for 
his 
new 
home his equipment w a s pitifully small. 
And in all the intervening years ho has 
never added to it. 
Gradually with the 
passing I f time have his tools, his fish- 


ing gear, his clothing, been rusting o u t - 
wearing out. 
Eventually will come the 
day when the blunt axe will no longer 
perform its function; the last cod hook 
will have bet n used; the iron barb will 
have slipped from tlic ro-ted marlin seiz- 
ing which binds it to the weather warped 
flounder spear; the shabby coat will full 
in tatters from his shoulders as did that 
of Rip Van Winkle. 
W h e n that time 
does come the chances are John Darling 
will no longer need them. 


Pond Island itself is, roughly speaking, 
half a mile long by a quarter of a mile 
wide. 
I t cannot boast one solitary tree. 
The only vegetation consists of greenish 
brown marsh grass and scraggiy bushes. 
I t derives its name from a depression 
near the southerly end a few hundred 
feet long and perhaps from twenty-five 
to fifty feet wide. 
This marshy hollow 


during a rainy period is well filled with 
brackish looking and doubtless brackish 
t a s t i n : water. In a protracted dry spell 
it is nothing but a mass of oozy slime.

the hope of finding a victim is indeed a 
misguided 
parasite. 
An invasion 
by 
germs of this recluse's stronghold would 
indeed bo comparable to the carrying oi 
coals to Newcastle. 


When the squatter of 
Pond 
Island 
took the throne of the kingdom 
over 
which he holds undisputed sway, 
his 
first care was for a shelter. This he built 
of the lumber contained in his Orr'a 
Islan.d shack and of the odds and ends of 
driftwood the sea cast upon his ehores. 
Laboriously he lugged flat stones from 
the beach, and with them constructed a 
crude retaining wall around the north 
and east sides of his hut.

is a true commercial couditiou, and, 
shocking as the statement may prove to 
be, it is comLug to bo equally true polit- 
ically. 
Iu these days a man has to show 
something more than an inclination to 
attach himself to the payroll to couvinco 
the public that he is a desirable servant. 


Where He Works. 


In lower New York oily there is a 
man equipped with definite knowledge 
•who has proved his right to rule fifty 
thousand other men and some ten thou- 
sand miles of railroad, 
lie is the ttbair- 
nian of the Board of Directoa-s of the 
Southern 
PacLQc Company, aud this 
means that he is the apex of control, 
the president and other subsidiary of- 
ficers existing iu a diminishing ratio of 
power all the way dowu to the section 
foreman iu the least imix^rtant 
track 
section. 
The man's name is Julius 
Kruttschnitt, and a fair proportion of 
tlie fifty thousand ho govei'us will tell 
you that if there is any detail of rail- 
roading- he is ignorant of it is something 
thac has developed since ho went to bed 
the night before. 


"He's got more definite information 
about the Southern racifTic than any 
other four meu iu its employ," says one of 
his co-w^orkers. 
Years ago a great mer- 
chant said that the way to profits was 
along the line of short cuts—the air line 
between the need and the supply, as it 
might be. 
Julius Kruttsdfinitt has tbc 
short cut habit. 
They say he v.ou't even 
»..Ike a right angle turn in -milking, 
aud—there i-s the matter uf the Ogden- 
Lucin cut-off in Utah, in which, millions 
s\erc spent to save miles. 


Accumulates Definite Data. 


If a matter arises in the Southeru Pa- 
cific about which Krirttschisitt wants in- 
formation he can generally find an air 
lino to the source of it. 
For instance, a 
few years ago a division officer sent in 
a requisition for a pipe" line, to cost 
about $40,000, which was to replace the 
hauling of water cars. 
Kruttschnitt 
looked at the requisition ajid the explana- 
tion. 
He knew that when he went to 
the board of directors for the authoriza- 
tion somebody would want to know how 
much it cost the road to haul water in 
i-are, so he wired the maker of the requi- 
sition for that information. 
Back came 
a telegram:— 


"Will ask auditor for figures and wire 
them to you," it said. 


Julius Kruttschnitt frowned; then he 
sent a wire himself. 


"•WTiy bother auditor'.'" he iclographed. 
"Why not look figures up iu your own 
suiierintendenf.s officeV" 


This query quife evideudy caused dis-

Prompt to the Minute.

"Certainly there should be regulation," 
pays Julius Kruttschnitt. 
"As far as 
the railroads are concerned there is al- 
ready efficient regulation. 
There may 
be an Interstate Commerce Comrnisslon 
inspector out there in the general office 
now and going over the minutes of the 
Igst directors' meeting, for all I know. 
I believe there must be regulation, be-^ 
cause we have progressed beyond the be- 
lief that business is a private matter 
solely. It is a public matter, and the 
community in which it e.\ists must keep 
a fiuger on its pulse. 
The community 
which supports a, business must have 
some right to say how it shall be con- 
ducted, and it will undoubtedly exercise 
that right. 
Ifc would seem to be plain 
justice that it should. 
Busiiiess is bqilt 
upon individuality as much as personal 
conduct, and it affects the individuals of 
the community just as much. 
When the 
relation of the individual to the com- 
munity becomes dangerous to the com- 
munity the latter exercises its right of 
correciion. 
^^'hen a lack of human jus- 
tice is apparent then it is time to inquire 
into modes aud methods aud effect a re- 
adjustment 


"We have had unfair and dishonest 
business in the past, due in some meas- 
ure, no doubt, to over-euthusiasm or over- 
excitation of those engaged in it. 
Gross 
irreguiaritios have been permitted be 
cause 'it is business.' 
Now the pendu- 
lum has swung in the other direction. 
Personally I may feel that it has swung 
a little too far, due doubtless to the hys- 
teria of reaction, but it will return to the 
normal and equitable. 
My faith iu the 
inherent sense of right of the American 
people forces me to that conviction. Men 
are taking a wider interest in iqtimate 
affairs of government, and the men who 
by temperament and e.vperieucc are best 
fitted to govern will \uiquestionably as- 
sume the offices. Now and then .an in- 
dividual acJiieves election to office who 
has but one red eyed idea—that the word

Kruttschnitt •^\"aits to hear the 
other mau talk, then he says the thing he 
wants to say. 
He Avastcs no time in 
oratoria.l pyrotechnics; he makes no ges- 
tures. 
Unlike many, men, he couhl talk 
if you handcuffed him. I couldn't im- 
ag-inc him wasting energy or time iu in- 
vective or loss of temper. If somcthiug 
should go wrong I'd bet anything iu rea- 
son that Julius Kruttschnitt "would be 
planning to repair the daniL^gc ten sec- 
onds after it had occurrcd Avilhout wast- 
ing time or energy on expressing his 
opinion of the man who caused the trou- 
ble. 
I've heard a story that I'm surely 
afraid is apochryphal, but whether true 
or not, it seems to me to illustrate the 
Kruttschnit mode of thought. They say 
he stood with a friend when a fire en- 
gine, drawn by three horses, swung by. 


"By 
jinks!" 
exclaimed the friend. 
"That's action, ehV" 


Kruttschnitt is said to have looked 
after the engine. 


"Yes. It's action, but it's ia the wrong 
direction," he observed. 
"Wrong, how?" demanded the friend. 
"It's mostly up aud down," replied the 
railroad man. 
"They're making about 
ten miles an hour laterally, but about 45 
perpendicularly. 
Some day they'll use a 
motor, and make '¿0 in the direction of 
the fire." 


If you want to get at a man's char- 
acter it is worth while to get his friends 
and business acquaintances to interpret 
his activities. 
Of this mau are said 
many things,' but they all seem to tend 
in one direction. Says one man:^ 


"1 never knew bis personal conven- 
ience to interfere with something that 
should be done." 
And another observes.:— 
"Ten hours each day nothing leads 
Kruttschnitt's work." 
Still another says :— 
"Kruttschnitt works Kruttschnitt pret- 
ty hard.

result of the conversation aud you ar- 
rive at the close analysis that the chief 
characteristic of Julius Kruttschuitt is 
his sense of duty. 
Couple this with the 
fact that he travels fifty thousand miles 
u year over the Southern Pacific system 
and the statement of his first quoted ac- 
quaintance looks like a basic fact. There 
is little question that the dominating 
passion of the mau is that form of per- 
sonal integrity that makes him put aside 
his pcrsoual comfort, his likes and dis- 
likes iu favor of the work ho regards as 
something akin to a sacred trust. Uis 
history shows that no one ever fired him. 
He always left what he was doing about 
the time he felt he could render better 
service doing something else somewhere 
else. 
And 1 think that word service en- 
ters largely into his motives. 
Looking 
over the things he has done I doubt if he, 
ever sought employment because a dollar 
'beckoned. 
A Man of Broad Character. 


Kruttschnitt is a quiet mau, evidencing 
power. 
Power iu meu is the outward 
expression of accuratc 
knowledge of 
broad character. 
This has been called 
the age of specialization, but the special- 
ization that specializes to the exclusion 
of other specialtieii is limiting and bind- 
ing, therefore becoming inefficient. Julius 
Kruttschnitt went to Washington aud 
Lee University. There he was undecided 
whether to become a civil engineer or an 
analytical chemist. 
He solved the diffi- 
culty in a way that is peculiarly his own. 
He became both and has continued to be 
both and many other things as they 
came along. ^ Most meu would 
have 
picked one specialty. 
He delivered a 
lecture on organization for the Alexan- 
der Hamilton Institute. 
In it he touched 
on specialization. 
He said;— 


"Since human nature is prone to ex- 
aggerate its specialties the temptation is 
to segregate some specialty on the plea 
that it is too highly technical for the 
normal organization to handle." 


Which maj perhaps explain why a 
cramp in the stomach is so often diag- 
nosed as appendicitis. 


Julius KrCittschnitt is a passionate be- 
liever in the destiny of the United States. 
He calls it "the greatest country Jic 
Lord ^ver mad«." And he believes in its 
hiwtti i t i eapadt^r- to, ^»eet with and 


'Ht: 


couquer any conditiuu or circumstance. 
He refuses to consider that it is headed 
for the "demuition bow-wows" of the 
Mantalini school. 


"The business of this country is ou a 
progressive plane," he told me. "It, rises 
with the moral tone of the comuiunity. 
This country is the apotheosis of prog- 
ress, aud it is progressing very swiftly. 
It cannot be denied that the moral ba- 
rometer of business depends on the eth- 
ical temperature of the community for 
its reading, for it is necessarily so. The 
situation is an ever ascending spiral of 
progress. Competition in business forces 
conditions, aud laws of supply aud de- 
mand govern these conditions in turu. 
The community regulates the laws of 
supply and demand and controls the 
methods of business by laws. 
The peo- 
ple in the mass make the laws, aud they 
are good laAVS or bad laws, according to 
the quality of citizenship that formulates 
and enacts them-" 


And right there we get a glimpse into 
an interesting coruer of the Krutl^chuitt 
mind. 
14 is that question of citizenship 
he mentioned. 


"Then you believe that better business 
will follow better laws—better in the 
sense of greater justice accruing to all 
concerned—and that bettor laws will re- 
sult from a better citizenship? 
Have 
you considered how that improvement is 
to be brought about?" 1 asked. 


This man's eyes look straight before 
him when he glances up. They shot twin 
shafts of interest now. 


"Surely," he replied.^ "By raising the 
standards of character and education. 
I'm in favor of throwing greater safe- 
guards about the granting and exorcise 
of the personal franchise. The man who 
exerts the functions of government should 
have some k'nowledsc of the forces aud 
values he is using,^ 
He can have this 
knowledge in but one way, and can ex- 
ercise it wisely qply when he realises 
what a serious matter government is. 
A man with a vital stake in the country 
is not likely to vote loosely." 


Julius Kruttschnitt has not the power 
to put into effect a national plan for the 
production of better citizenshiy, but in 
so far as his oapacity goes ho has ex- 
pressed bis beliefs in . a very practical 
manner .^'Und

Southeru 
Pacific road is its training 
school for the development of executives. 
That is a Kruttschnitt idea, i t is an 
academy of applied railroading. 
It is 
based on the proposition that it is easier 
to educate a particular man for a par- 
ticular vocatiou than it is to pick him 
haphazard. 
When it is stated that de- 
partment heads of the Southern Pacific 
vote on the adoption of a new policy, ap- 
pliance or method, the scheme begins to 
show practical application as to the citi- 
zenship of railroading. 


In the Southern Pacific school a young 
man is sent to a scction foreman aud 
works for a time as a section hand. Ho 
stays two, three or four months, draws 
his time and disappears. 
If you fol- 
lowed him you might find him three days 
later climbiug the side ladder of a fx'eight 
car, wiping a locomotive in a rovind 
house, banging a telegraph key in a way 
station or absorbing the details of sig- 
nalling from a tower. 
Later he will be 
driving a peu iu the auditor's office. 
The engineeriug department takes him 
in hand ; the operating department hands 
him a coal shovel and puts him on the 
foot plate of a freight locomotive ; the 
examining board tries him out later for 
an engine runner's certificate, and about 
the tiine be has won hie spurs here he is 
sent to another task. 
Eventually he be- 
comes an official of the road and is in 
Une for signing G. M. to his name. That 
is the Kruttàchnitt way of making better 
railroad citizens^by 
MAKING 
better 
railroad citizens.

And thett w^e drifted .quit^ naturally 
into thè mattecof govérnniènt regulation 
ofihnaiiieM. 


corporaiioa is synonymous with dishon- 
esty, but he is being succeeded by saner 
meu. 
Tile coljutry is made up of the 
men and women who live in it, and just 
as tJie majority thiuk right or think 
wrong, just as they think justly or un- 
justly, fio will our national character be 
set forth; so will our laws and our busi- 
ness reflect that attitude." 
The Community and Corporations. 


There was a pause and the flicker of 
a graver expression. 
Tlicre came a 
viewpoiut that I have never heard esr 
pressed in q.ny concrete form until now. 


"Tliere is a phase of th^ relationship 
between the community aud the corpora- 
tiou that is its creature that I believe 
must be understood more clearly if we 
are to have justice," he said. 
"X^. t-f s 
to do wiUi the relative re.«;pouaib]ljties of 
the officials of government and the of^» 
ficials of corporate activities. A govern- 
ment department or government official 
is a servant of tlie whole people. A cor- 
poration engaged in pubiio service is a 
servant of tho people. 
Both exist by 
will of the people, both are paid by the 
people, the first by appropriatipn c- sal- 
ary, the second by dividend. 
The duty 
of the governmental department is to 
govern affairs so that the greato.st peace, 
the greatest libei'ty without license,/ihe 
greatest prosperity, justice and happi- 
ness accrr.3 to all. The duty of the cor- 
poration is to render the people the best 
service and to charge a fair and equitable 
rate tlaerefor. 
Both have duties, and it

is not stari-ed into incapacity. 
Boiled 
down to tho essence, it seem-s impolitic 
that one public servant should embarrass 
another imblic .servant; iu the perform- 
ance of its dutiefi by penalizing exist- 
ence." 


•€)f coursc what Mr. Kruttschuitt is in- 
dicating is that if justicc is to be justice 
it cannot be partial, and that because 
there have been corporate abijscs is no 
reason for damning with injustice tho 
whole flock of corporate activities of all 
descriptious. 
To assume that because 
ouc corporation, or one dozen corpora- 
tion.s, or one hundred corporations have 
erred through various primary causes 
all arc but asvaiting the opportunity to 
do likewise is not only a trifle stupid 
but savors of rank injustice. 
He is as- 
serting that it is as much the duty of tho 
overnment to «ee that the parable con- 
tained in the last thirteen vei'ses of the 
eighteenth chapter of Matthew is not 
uuuecessarily 
repeated. 
In a single 
phrase, justice is not alone the property 
of the individual but it is also the right 
of the organization of individuals. There 
can be gross wrong done the corporate 
body as well as the corporeal body, an^ 
M 
when this occurs too frequently and too 
^ 
palpably it is not uulike in effect to the 
end of the snake that stung itself to 
death in a rage. The living wage would 
s e ^ to be as necessary for the dollar as 
for tlie man; the square deal as much 
needed for the business of commerce as 
for the business of life. 


Against Hysterical Action. 


Then Mr. Kruttschnitt feels that the 
punishment of a business in moments o£ 
hysteria or anger is as unwise as the cor- 
rection of a child under the same condi- 
tions. In an address delivered at Har- 
vard University some time ago he voiccd 
this thought iu these words:— 
. *'The relation of the railway corpora- 
tion to the public is very similar to that 
of the child to the parent. 
The public's 
right to discipline aud control the rail- 
way -when it does wrong, to punish it, 
cannot be disputed, and its power to do 
so is ample. But the fact should always 
be remembered that regulation, discip- 
line aud punishmeut arc lueans, not ends. 
Their true purpose is the reformatiou 
and iniprovemeut of the offender, and iu 
the ease of the public and the corpora- 
tiou, as ia tho case of the parent and the 
child, this purpose will only be accom- 
lilished when control is exercised aud 
pum&:hmeut administered, not iu auger, 
but calmly and dispassionately. Pas- 
sionate aud resentful action aud wise 
action usually are incompatible." 


Efficiency His Keynote. 


This statement is not one many people 
will be likely to quarrel with, for its es- 
sential quality would appear to be com- 
mou souse, aud applicable uot alone to 
railways but to commcrce in general, 
whether „that business be sugar, lumber 
or steel. 
Then Julius Kruttschuitt is a 
believer iu publicity, for he feels that 
publicity is oue of the most efficacious 
correctives that can bo placed iu the 
hands of any community. 
To braüd a 
man or a corporation as crooked or cor- 
rupt is drastic punishment; to prove it 19 
efficacious commercial execution. 


Iu conclusion, after harkeniug to the 
man, to his views, to his acquaintance 
and consulting his record from the timg 
liQ became a roadmaster or tyack super- 
visor^a post little above that of seotios M 
foreman—in 1S7S, down to the present, ™ 
I should say that "the keystoue of the 
Kruttschnitt arch is efficiency. 
He ia 
not the type of efficiency enthusiast 
who spills words as volubly as a cata- 
ract, who talks glibly of tlie saving of a 
million or so a day, but oE the type that 
can see that efficiency can be so effi- 
cient that it ceases to be efficicucy at 
all aud by the law of invei'sion becom.ea 
wilful and gross extravagance. 
This 
may not be altogether in accord with the 
views of the high priest of the efficiency 
cult, but it is surely in line with what 
most men of affairs believe to be jiu^r 
stantial practice. 


On Corporate Morülify, 


As, to the gue^tioa of corporate «aa» 
rality, the digest of what Mr, Krutt- 
schuitt believes might be put thus:^A 
country exists because of business; with- 
out bugipess there would soon be no 
eountvy. If it is big business it jg a big 
country; if houest business, .-ju lionest 
country; while if it becomes dishouest, 
business oonduqted without regard to hu- 
man right- or justice, it at once bcoomes 
subject to that immutable law of the 
universe which has decreed that evil 
contains within itself its own destructive 
elements, and forthwith proceeds to its 
inevitable destiny. 


Julius Kruttschnitt enjoys the con- 
fideuce of t]ie meu who come ¡u contact 
with him in any capacity whatt-ver and 
he enjoys thi^ confidence because of the 
character he possesses aud wbich he Jias 
built up brick by brick. 
X should say 
he is indubitably sincere, tuat oie per- 
sonal integrity is not dobatubie nor his 
motives questionable iu his relations 
with other men. He has made mistalíes, 
aud freelj admits this; his judgint>nt 
also has 'oeen mistaken, and be hopes 
eventuaUy to profit by these /^hiugs, for 
he isi human, and is de;^iing with soma 
thpUBands of oih^x huEUM) benuis vriVk 
like feeliugs and foibles, 
l i s seqs^ of 
d«ty is remarkably high, and men trust 
him bwause ^^ w Julius Kruttschnitt M 
When he smile«, gravely aud «seldom, it ^ 
is like a glimpse of another man.

you leave him and sit down to consider 
•what type, of individual this is you will

decided to rid the Italian quarter of that 
city of the band of cutthroats that over- 
ran it 
Murders were so frequent that 
the better 
element 
of 
those dwijllini;. 
there were in terfSt of their lives and 
rarely ventured forth alone. 
The result 
was that ten thousand Italians were de 
ported. 
The great 
majority of 
these 
criminal 
exiles 
came 
straight 
to 
the 
United States and Uncle Sam welcomed 
them with open arpas. 
Such was the 
laxity of our immigration laws, due to a 
complaisant and negligent Congress." 


Persecution* of the Mafia< 


Prior to the wholesale dumping of the 
Italian outlaws in Tunis into 
Uncle 
Sam's lap the influx of aliéna from 
Southern Italy included, for the most 
part those who fled to the United States, 
to free themselves of the relentless per- 
. 
eecutions of the Mafia. 
They had been 
• 
robbed and attacked at home with such 
* 
tormenting persistency tbat safety rest-' 
ed only in flight. 
But they reckoned 
withont their host, for many of these 
blackmailers had preceded thepi 
and 
more followed. 


Arriving in New York with but little 
yK capital the fugitives sought,the cheapest 
- <iBàirit$r of the city to settle in. Mulberry 


Beud offered many 
such 
advantages, 
and deeming that safety lay in numbers 
the colonists herded together in this sec- 
tion, 
which 
afforded 
opportunity 
for 
some social intercourse and recreation. 
They were industrious and frugal, and 
the little shops thoy opened, wlierc spa- 
ghetti, oils, garlic and other Italian deli- 
cacies were sold, soon did a thriving bus- 
iness and their owners prospered. 
But, 
as later events proved, their very prots- 
perity proved th'oir undoing. 


Any Italian in New York who i*eached 
a moderate stage of prosperity 
mu.st 
have accumulated a bank account. 
This 
was the verdict of the idle and unscru- 
pulous "runners" who were employed by 
master minds to got a line on the finan- 
cial standing of all Italians living in the 
various 
colonies throughout 
the 
city. 
Upon the reports of these "runners" the 
leaders of the groups of 
blackmailers 
fast springing up based their future ac- 
tions, and it mattered not whether dire 
threat, kidnapping or murder itself was 
resorted to in order to wring money from 
the pockets of tlie victims marked for 
plucking. 


At first a series of threatening letters 
was sent. 
These missives weTe clumsy 
affairs and often failed to bring results. 
But the bunglers were quick to rpojgriize 
their error, and as time v/ore on these 
threats wpre couched in such subtle terms 
that the recipients realized that the time 
had passed when they could ignoro these 
demands, so they promptly paid. 
This 
in reality but bound them the more se- 
curely in the meshes of the enemy's net, 
and ere long; they were at the bidding of 
their tormentox'S, giving ^p information 
as to the monetary status of their in- 
timates, that they, too, might be levied 
upon and made to contribute to 
the 
blackmailers' horde. 


Once the little tradesman had paid his 
tribute to Mano Nero he felt secure. But 
in ord?r to prolong this security he soon 
learned that he ' must share his daily 
profits with those who had wrung tribute 
from himj and in many cases these black- 


business and came around each week for 
tlieir share of the profits. 


All tlie while these conditions*' were 
known to Petrosino. 
He had wrung the 
most 
zealously 
guarded 
secrets 
from 
many of the victims, and he »also knew 
the identity of the ringleaders of the 
band that was thriving by extortion. 


Petrosino not only knew all that was 
trajispiring among his fellow countrymen 
in Now York, but he was keeping him- 
self thoroughly posted on all that was 
going on ;U home. 
He knew that as soon 
as a crime was committed in Italy its 
author, in all likelihood, would 
make 
tracks as speedily as possible for the 
"land of the free." 
It was while investi- 
gating a Black Hand case in Little Italy 
that he discovered the presence here of 
one of the perpetrators of a foul murder 
in Italy. 


Escaped to Italy. 


In looking over the memoranda left 
by the great djetective T find frequent 
mention of Giuseppe Fontano, wh© con- 
ducted a little grocery store at No. 318 
East lOGth street 
One notation in the 
detective's diary shows that in October, 
1905, he wrote to the Italian authorities 
requesting that the penal record of this 
man be sent to him without delay. 
Be- 
fore these papers arrived, howevei', Fon- 
tano had been warned from the otfier 
side that such a request had been made, 
so he fled back to Italy under an as- 
sumed name. • 


The Marquis Emanuel Notarbartola, 
distinguished 
statesman ^ and 
philan- 
thropist, was stabbed to death in his pri- 
vate 
railroad 
compartment 
while 
en 
route from Palermo to Rome, and his 
stiletto pierced body was tossed from 
the window of the car. 
Money and 
jewelry were intact when the^x)dy w^is 
found, but private papers, all incrim- 
inating and bearing on the theft of pub- 
lic moneys by Raffaelo Pa,lizzolo, mem- 
ber of the Italian Chamber of Deputies 
and Mayor of Palermo, were missing. 
The indictment of Palizzolo for this 
crime 
dragged 
along 
through 
mivny 


mailer» were given an interest in t h e i year«:, doe to &ie obstacles^tìitó

hr C 


the prosecution of a Dejiuty in Italy. 
After five years the case was dropped. 


There way proof aplenty that Paliz- 
zolo's was the master mind that plotted 
Notarbartola's death, 
Fontano and the 
two railroad conductors who had been 
tried for the murder of the Marquis es- 
caped through a loophole of the law, but 
nine years after the murder, with in- 
formation that Petrosino picked up in 
the United States, Palizzolo was re-ar- 
rested, convicted and sentenced to a life 
term in Italy. 
Two years later tlie 
Mafia again triumphed and the convic- 
tion of Palizzolo was annulled, s 


The 
son of 
Marquis 
Notarbartola, 
swearing he would avenge the death of 
his father, enlisted such powerful men 
in the cause that Palizzolo, under pre- 
text of combatting tlie Black Hand, or 
Mafia, came to the United States with 
the avowed intention of conferring with 
the American police. 
He said he had 
been reading of the depredations of the 
vlafia in America, and, touched by the 
ilight of ignorant immigrants strugghug 
.or a livelihood in New York, he came to 
aid their cause. 
But Petrosino was not 
blinded by the ruse, and when Palizzolo 
arrived Lieutenant Vacchris was at the 
pier to meet him, and he was under sur- 
veillance from that moment 


Papers bearing on his movements in 
Italy had been asked for by Petrosino, 
and these were despatched to him by the 
Italian gQ,vernmeutf Palizzolo had several 
meetings in the èampidoglio Hotel, in 
r ~^cker street, with the presidents of 
several societies, when he discuss^ the 
eliminatidn of the Mano Nero in New 
York. 
Althougli frequently invited by 
Petijsino to appear at Police Headquar- 
ters and tell the officials there what he 
knew of the secret clan at work in Amer- 
ica and in Italy, he always found a ready 
excuse to postpone this conference. 
He 
left as suddenly as he arrived, but it was 
duly noted that the Black Hand Society 
in New York received a rolgbty impetus 
from his visit. 


Fontano after his flight was succeeded 
hr Giusejppe Fonara, an Italian fmdtive 


11» the United States, who affiliated with 
the Morello-Lupo clan and was arrested 
as one of the suspects in the "barrel mur- 
der," 
spending 
seven 
months in the 
~*ombs before liberation. He was shrewd 
and crafty, for the first time ho was ar- 
rested on tlio charge of can-ying a re- 
volver he showeci a permit which he had 
obtained at Police Headquarters through 
the kindly offices of a well known poli- 
tician. 
Fonara was always a-permanent 
figure in the affairs of the Mano Nero 
in New l^ork, and whenever a crime oc- 
curred 
Petrosino kept him 
constantly 
under surveillance. 
Feud in the Mafia. 


The Notarbartola 
niurdor caused 
a 
feud in the Mafia in Italy, .and many of 
those prominently identified with the so- 
ciety fJed to the United States. 
Some 
failing to ask for their passports slipped 
away 
to Franco and embarked from 
ports there. 
Others left from English 
ports, but the unrelenting vengeance of 
the society was not to bo denied. 


Trusted agents iu the United States 
had been apprised of the flights and met 
the fugitives as soon as they stepped 
from the steamships. 
The.se men had 
been marked for death at home, and it 
mattered not Avhether tliey were slain on 
native soil or in foreign parts. Their lives 
were to be the forfeit for their impudence 
in combatting the powers that be, and 
death alone could wipe out the score. 
Three of these fugitives were murdered 
in Chicago in 1903; a fourth was slain 
in Belleville, 111., and a fifth in Brook- 
lyn. 


Each new crime i nthe Italian quar- 
ter 
but 
further 
convinced 
Petrosino 
that the feudists were growing bolder 
and their organizations gaining in power 
and recklessness. 
Working night and 
day, his life at all times was iu peril. 
H e was a master in the art of disguise, 
and but for this he never could have in- 
vaded the strongholds of the Mafia as 
he frequently did and escaped with his 
life. 
In the files of the Police Depart- 
ment many documents can be fohnd 
which are 
carefully prepared 
reports 
compiled by Petrosino and tending to 
prove to the authorities the danger of 
permitting the feudists to linger unmo- 
lesteli—in New York. 
He knew every 
manner and custom of the Sicilian and 
Calabrian murderer, and it was "only nec- 
essary for him to glance at the wounds 
on a victim's body to know what inspired 
the murder and what branch of the 
Mafia was responsible. 


Petrosino's "Library of Crime." 


His innate knowledge of such things, 
which he had carefully transcribed and 
filed in his "Library of Crime," was- 
proved by the murder of Salvatore Mar- 
chinne, at No. 13 Coles street, Brooklyn, 
wh; e his body was found wrapped in a 
tablecloth. 
A 
letter 
in 
the 
victim's 
pocket gave Petrosino his first clew in 
the case. 
Detective Vacchris, who was 
one of Petrosino's ablest and most re- 
sourceful lieutenants, ascertained that 
Marchinne was a victim of the Mafia and' 
had fled to the United States. 
He lived 
alone, mingled little with his fellows and 
was reticent at all times. 
He invariably 
avoided his fellow countrymen, and lived, 
the life of a recluse in the little back 
room he hired in Cole's street 
One 
glance at the body proved to Petrosinb 
that it was the tragic sequel to an Italian 
feud. 
The nosO had been cut from the 
face, according to the "troppa bircca" 
custom, signifying that the victim had 
"pushed his nose too far into the busi- 
ness of hie fdlows." . ^ , . ; „ . J - 


The tongue had been cut out which 
indicated that he had indiscreetly dis- 
cussed that which he had been warned 
to guard as a secret 
The body was a 
mass of stab wounds. 
The letter in the 
pocket, addressed to Antonio Ganci, at 
the Coles street address, read:—"Times 
are hard here in Palernio now. 
My re- 
gards to Fanaro, and remember just one 
word—'caution.' " 


Ganci explained the presence of the 
letter in the pocket of the dead man in 
this wise. 
He (Ganci) could not read 
and ho always took his letters to Mar- 
chinne, who read them to him. 
He had 
neglected to taku the letter, ho supposed, 
after it had been read to him. 
Ganci 
had been arrested several times as a 
swindler and as a counterfeiter. 


Fanaro was found living in the front 
of the Coles street house. 
He had been 
arrested as a suspect in the "barrel mur- 
der" and had spent several months in the 
Tombs. 
He also was the man who had 
paid for the revolver permit thus out- 
witting those policemen who were hon- 
estly striving to crush the Mano Nero 
in America. 


Petrosino kept Fanaro shadowed from 
this time on, and for a time he was under 
arrest 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
Mar- 
chinne slaying. 
He was employed along 
the water front by a fruit importing 
company and frequently told Petrosino 
that he was in constant fear of his life 
and that his body would be found before 
long pierced with bullets or knife thrusts. 
Ab»ut one year ago he was on his way 
home early one morning when, hearing 
footsteps behind him, he turned to see 
four men following him. 
He ran, and 
as ho attempted to dart into a hallway 
at No. 105 Columbia street four shots 
rang out and he dropped, with four bul- 
let wounds in his body. 
He died on the 
way to the hospital. 


A Fiendish Den. 


No better illustration of the fiendish 
cunning of the Black Hand and. the 
devilish premeditation with which they 
worked is needed than in the murder of 
Salvatore Sferlozza 
in 
the saloon 
at 
No. 206 Forsyth street the back room 
of which was the rendezvous for the 
most notorious and desperate of 
the 
Black 
Handers 
iiien 
in 
New 
York. 
When the police seized the place after 
the murder counterfeit inoney, knockout 
drops and one of the most ingeniously 
Worked out death ti'aps ever devised 
were unearthed. 


The saloon was on the ground floor, 
south side, of a double decked 1;enenient 
The bar was on the south side of the 
building. 
A wooden partition starting 
at the-nor til wall extended all the way 
across the rear of the saloon, terminat- 
ing at tlie bar, but .permittinij a person 
behind the bar to walk aropiid i t 
Win- 
dows at the side of the entrance to the 
bar proper permitted the poUceman on 
post to have an unobstructed view of the 
interior and into the middle rooia ¿ust 
back of the bar. 
This showed that no 
business 
was 
being conducted 
after 
hours, as far as the policeman' could 
discern. 


The Black Hdnders always congre- 
gated behind the partition. A table was 
placed there on which their drinks were 
served and afterward it Was found that 
one of the chairs about the table was so 
securely wired to the floor that it could 
not be moved. This chair stood directly 
in front of a door which opened into a 
passageway terminating at the end..of 
the building and liffhted by a window 


about six feet afiove the flooir, but 
squarely in the centre of the patssage- 
way. 
From 
this window 
-n 
unob- 
structed view of the table behtod the 
partition could be bad, provided ijie dooi5 
to the passage was open. 
i 


What Petrosino Unearthed. 


Before Petrosino had completed his exj. 
amination of the premises he uruearthed 
these facts:—A little square opening had 
been cut into one of the panes of the 
window glass overlooking the passage. 
Several boxes in the rear yard, directly 
under the window, had been utilized as 
a platform on which the slayer stood as 
he poked the muzzle of his shotgun 
through the open section of glass. A big 
hole in the door leading to the parti- 
tioned space proved that the door waa 
shut when tlie shot was fired. 
Closer 
scrutiny of this door showed that a circle 
had been drawn on the door, this circle 
being in perfect line from the window to 
the person seated on the wired chair be-* 
hind the partition. 
The shotgun, loaded 
with a ^ i g slug, had been exploded as 
the door was shut. The slug tore through 
the circle drawn on the panel of the 
door, shattered the heart of the unsus- 
pecting victim, crashed through the two- 
inch partition, pierced the front door and 
buried itself deep in the asphalt in the 
street 
A pick was required to dislodge 
it from the street bed. 


Petrosino attributed this murder to 
Giuseppe 
and 
Giovanni 
Pelletteri, 
brothers, who had been deported from 
Tunis and who had found refuge in 
America. 
He could not convict them of 
the crime, but he did succeed in having 
them deported to Italy. 


In tracing his clews to this murder 
Petrosino learned that Vincenzo Can- 
tone, a butcher, of No. 117 Elizabeth 
street, was a fugitive from Tunis. 
He 
also knew that he had had a falling out 
with that branch of the Mafia with 
which he was identified. 
The detective 
intended to arrest Cantone after trying 
to wring Black Hand secrets from him 
and then deport him to Italy. 


Escaped by the Roof. 


As detectives were within a few feef 
of Can tone's place with the warrant for 
his arrest they were startled by a shot. 
The flash of the gun was seen by the 
police, and while some ran to the buteier 
shop others hurried to thé house directly, 
opposite, from whence the shot wag fired. 
Cantone was dead, ahot through the 
heart 
The detectives were unable toi 
arrest the slayer, for none was foiind in 
the house with a gun in his possession. 
Their supposition was that the slayer 
ascended to the roof immediately after 
firing and sped to safety through some 
avenue of escape previously arranged for. 


From the day that Rafael (.'ascone ar- 
rived in New York the detectives working 
with 
Petrosino were advised by 
the 
Italian lieutenant of police to keep an 
eye on him because of his record as a 
brigand in Italy. 
When in September, 
1903, Giacimo Santonelli and Terigio 
Denischalchi were ambushed and shot to 
death with a gun loaded with slug?, in-i 
vestigation proved that slugs of different 
calibre had pierced the bodies of the vic- 
tims, showinj, 
conclusively 
that more 
than one man had participated in the 
murder. 
Petrosino, cleverly disguised,, 
waa working in an Italian eating house 
as a waiter, where he learned that Itefail 
and Dominico Gascone were the slayers. 
Rafael was convicted arid sent to the 
death house in Sing Sing, where Albert 
Patrick, then awaiting his application 
for appeal, advised him as to the pro- 
cedure for Gascone's appeal, which was 
successful. 


The night of his acquittal and release 
from prison friends of Rafael prepared 
a 
feast for him, 
which was in 
the 
nature of a housewarming at his home in 
Mulberry street. 
Petrosino, who always 
had his hand on the pulse of the Black 
Hand operatives, felt that a plot was 
brewing and that it would be wise to in- 
tercept 
some 
of 
the 
celebrants 
who 
were freely mingling with the guests 
and the members of the Reception Com- 
mittee. 
In the vicinity of the Gascone 
home Petrosino met a group of men tfli 
gayly bedecked in festal clothes and wear 
ing 
highi^" decorative 
badges 
acroim 
which the name of the man to be honMM 
was printed. 


All were heavily armed, and after a 
sharp but terrific battle they were over- 
powered and arrested by Petrostoo and 
his aids. 
It required the services of sev- 
eral ambulance surgeons to dress t^e in- 
juries of the prisoners before they ^uld 
be arraigned. 


When Petrosino arraigned his prisoners . 
they proved to be Andrea Santonelli, 
brother of the nuirdered man; Dofando 
Serescotti, of Asbury Park, a cousin; r 
Libro Saptonelli, a cousin, and Sinjh 
caleo, Cardesasso, also a cotnOk 
~

High blood pressure is due to poisons 
circulating in the blood, whicli result in 
a narrowing and hardening of the ar- 
teries, so that the heart is compelled to 
contract Avith greater vigor, thus rais- 
ing the pressure required to 
circulate 
the blood through the contracted arter- 
ies, 
There are various poisons Avhich 
have been proved to be the cause of 
high blood-pressure, aiul among the most 
common of these are tobacco, tea, coffee, 
alcohol and coudiments. 
Probably 
the 
most universaland the most 
important 
of all ar<.' the poisons that come from 
the colon as the result of chronic intes- 
tinal intoxication, whieli ahvays accom- 
panies chronic constipation. 
A most im- 
portant 
thing in cases of high 
blood 
pressure is to remove the causes of the 
disease; that is, all of these disturbing 
poisons should be gotten rid of as far as 
possible. The use of ten. rolTne. tobacco 
and condiments should be discarded. 
It 
is also important to restrict the use of 
salt, for this has a tendency to raise 
blood 
pressiu'e. 
The amount of 
salt 
eaten should be reduced to the mini- 
mum, 
It is also of the highest import- 
ance to make tiie boAvels move Avith suf- 
ficient frequency to prevent the absorp- 
tion of colon poisons. 
This Avill require 
three or four bowel movements dailj', so 
there will be no opportunity for the ab- 
sorption of poisons. 


To accomplish this, it is necessary to 
make free u.se of fni'it and coarse foods, 
such 
as 
fresh 
vegetables, 
es))ecially 
beets, turnips, lettuce and other fresh 
vegetables. 
Potatoes should bo freely 
used, taking the place largely of cereals. 
The alkaline salt« wMeli thcv 
contain 
neutralize the acids of the tissues and 
aid in the removal of uric acid, Avhicb is 
a frequent cause of high pressure. Bran 
should be freely used as an aid to boAvel 
action, and in "most cases gi-eat benefit 
seaAveed, agar-agar, and s))ecially 
pre- 
pared 
parafline 
/)il, 
A 
considerable 
amount of moderate exercise and free 
exposure of the skin to the sun and air, 
so as to secure a free, act've surface cir- 
culation, are also very important. 
A- 
person Avhose blood pressure has reached 
a point as high as 180 or 200 is iu immi- 
nent danger of apoplexy and other seri- 
ous complications, especially 
Avith the 
heart and kidneys. 
The best thing that 
such a person can do is to put himself 
under careful treatment 
for 
a 
feAV 
moiiths. in a seientifie-iHv mannsred in- 
stitution, Avhere all measures useful in 
such a case can be brought to bear at 
one and the same time, as i t is only by 
this means that improvement can be se- 
cured in so advanced' a case.

If one is luiac- 
customed to sea bathing, the 
duration 
of the bath should at first be not longer 
than two or three minutes; 
the next 
time it may be a little longer, and may 
gradually be lengthened to ten or fif- 
teen minutes. 
If the Avater is rath(>r 
cold, one should not remain in more than 
five or ten minutes; if it is very cold, 
not more than tliree or four seconds— 
just long enough to get the impression 
of cold upon the skin. 
Fleshy people 
can remain in the Avater longer than 
thin peojile, and adults longer than the 
A'ery young. 


The benefit to be derived from sea 
bathing is due first of all to the low 
temperature of the Avater, the tempera- 
ture of sea Avater seldom being above 
70 to 75 degrees Farenheit. 
Water at 
this temperatin-e very rapidly 
extracts 
boat from the body, Avith the result that 
if a person remains in bathing for a very 
great length of time, he loses co^sider- 
able heat. 
Indeed, so large an amount 
of heat may4)e carried off in this man- 
ner that one Avill suffer from shock, and 
the next day he may feel .great depres- 
sion as the result. 
Fresh 
Avater 
is 
usually Avarmer than salt Avater: but in 
salt Avater, reaction occurs more quick- 
ly than in tresb Avater, so that one may 
remain in it a little longer. The j-eaction

should

be 
promnt and complete.

Unrecognized Services. 


To determine Avliether yellow fever is 
carried by contaminated clothing, or by 
the mosquito, or by both media, Dr, Car- 
roll submitted to the bite of a mosquito 
which had jireviously been alloweil to 
bite yelloAV fever patients. 
As a result 
he Avas taken Avith j-elloAV fever and his 
life hung in the balance for three days, 
though he eventually recovered. 
A sin- 
gle experiment does not suffice. 
Volun- 
teers Avere called foi", and two Avere se- 
lected. 
Dr. Reed explained 
fully the 
danger and suffering involved in the ex- 
periment, and then stated that a definite 
money compensation Avould l)e made to 
them. 
Both .young men declined to ac- 
cept any pecuniary reAvard; Avhereupon 
Major Reed touched his cap, saying re- 
spectfully: 
"Gentlemen, I salute you. 
In my opinion this exhibition of moral 
courage has never been siu'passed in the 
annals of the army 
of 
thè 
United 
States." 


This courage Avas equalled in a later 
experiment, Avhen 
three 
non-immunes 
slept a period of tAventy days in bedding 
taken from the beds of patients sick Avith 
yelloAv fever and in a hot, poorly venti- 
lated room. 
Their courage in submitting 
to such a test is not lessened bj' the fact 
that all "remained in perfect health, not- 
Avithstanding their stay of twenty nights 
amid such unAvholesome surroundings,"

covery results in the saving of more 
lives annually than Avere lost in the 
Cuban war, and saves the

"It's Miss Sanders, and she says that 
she can't come. She has a rehearsal on 
this morning."

Over a list of available models we 
pored desperately. 
Then we began at 
the telephones. 


"Out," 
That AvaiS the unvarying an- 
fiwcr. 
"You'll never get a snbstitute 
this time in the morning," said tlie at- 
tendant, helping me get telephone num- 
bers.

Hadn't I lost 
several 
beautiful 
models

double chins, obesity or the ravaging 
effects of illness? 


"Fosing's a mighty nice thing to keep 
you going till you get along in your 
chosen profession." said a chorus girl. 
"I don't know how I'd live without it." 


"I'd give up the stage and do nothing 
but pose," said another member of the 
chorus, 
"only I'd feel too uncertain 
about my living. 
Every now and then 
photographers drop a model, for a while 
anj'how, and she has nothing, that sha 
knows how to do to, support herself." 


"Posing for artists is interesting," 
said a gentle dancer with, soft eyes.

VARIOUS CEMENTS AND THEIR USES 
KEEPING FOOD IN SUMMER 


s 
«» 
i m ' E R I I i r G T O N . 


It Is a sad fact tihat in this old world 
of ours things will wear out and break 
Into holes. 
Accidents wil^occur, caus- 
ing- the destruction of m a n y a valued 
treasure. 
This is a causo o" great loss 
and inconvenience. 
But the ingenuity 
of m a n 
(and w o m a n ) has devised a 
nurnber 
of glues 
and 
cements 
for 
mending breaks and holes, and 
thus 
prolonging the life of m a n y a useful 
and ornamental household article. 


First on the list Is a handy 
glue- 
pot. 
This is made 
f r o m 
a 
heavy 
earthenware 
coffee 
cup, 
is 
always 
ready for 
heating 
and 
saves 
many 
dimes for repairs, 


A few cents invested 
in 
fish-glue 
will furnish a year's supply. 
Place a 
teaapoonful in the cup. half fill with 
water, simmer slowly on the back of 
t h e range; when of the consistency of 
double cream it is ready for 
hea\'y 
cementing, such as leather or wood. 


By adding a little water, it can be 
thinned and reheated an innumerable 
n u m b e r of times. 
It is best to set the 
little "glue-pot" in a dish of hot water 
f o r heating. 


A sweet smelling glue alwaj's ready 
for immediate use may be made 
as 
follows: 
Take one pound of common 
glue, put in a vessel with one and one- 
half pints of salt water and allow to 
soften. 


Then one-tenth pound of salicylate 
of soda is added and the whole dis- 
solved together by heating. 


This is a cheap gum substitute and 
useful for all household purposes. 
It 
is . a 
strong 
cement 
and 
remains 
liquid. 


Add a little of the oil of cloves or 
sassafras to give it a p e r f u m e and 
keep it in summer. 


Here 
is a very 
valuable 
formula 
f o r a cement for joining glass; 
It may 
be used in making or mending aquari- 
ums. or things of that sort. 
This ce- 
m e n t contains nothing 
injurious 
to 
either animals or plants, and will re- 
sist the action of both fresh and salt 
water. 


Take one part by measure, say a 
gill, of litharge; 
one gill plaster of 
paris, one gill of dry, white sand, one- 
third of a gill of finely powdered resin; 
sift and keep tightly corked until re- 
quired for use, when it is to be made 
Into a putty by mixing in boiled lin- 
seed oil, with a little patent 
dryer 
added. 


Never use it after it has been mixed 
w i t h the oil over fifteen hours. 
The 
tank 
can 
be 
used 
Immediately, 
if 
necessary, but it is better to give it 
three of four hours to dry. 


Litharge is useful in still other ce- 
ments. 
Mixed with glycerine to the 
consistency 
of 
thick 
cream 
or 
thin 
putty, it makes a cement that will join 
wood, metal or earthenware, and stand 
the action of either hot or cold water, 
as well as strong heat. 


It must have time to harden fully— 
never less than a week, and will be 
found 
excellent 
for 
fastening 
loose 
lamps, mending leaks in wash boilers, 
or leaky joints in wood. 


It will also tighten loose nuts, se- 
cure bolts where nuts aro missing, and 
m a k e joints of iron or wood 
imple- 


ments 
firm. 
It .can also be used to 
mend cracks- in iron vessels. 


A cement not afEected by coal oil, 
and 
therefore especially 
useful 
for 
fastening tops pn lamps, is made by 
boiling 
together 
one 
part 
caustic 
soda, 
three 
parts 
resin, 
five 
parts 
water. 
Stir in half 
the 
weight 
of 
piaster of paris. 
This will harden in 
about forty minutes. 


It seems probable that the litharge 
cement would mend cracks in a stove 
successfully. 
One method, 
however, 
which is of proven eiRcacy, is to mix 
three 
teaspoonfuls 
of 
salt 
and 
one 
pint wood ashes with sufficient water 
to make a stiff paste. 
Fill the crack 
with the mixture when the stove is 
hot. 


Wali cracks may be mended in two 
ways. 
Stir whiting into a mixture of 
equal parts of water and salicylate of 
soda until of con.sisteiicy to spread. 


Apply with a knife, lei harden for 
fifteen minutea, and smooth off. 
Or 
mix plaster of paris with vinegar in- 
stead of water. 


As it will not set for fifteen minutes, 
it can be smoothed 
off before it is 
hard. 


Granite ware is difficult to 
mend, 
but several successful methods 
have 
been found. 
Shellac varni.sh 
poured 
over thin places in granite ware, and 
the vessel held over the tire to thor- 
oughly harden the sheilac, will greatly 
lengthen the usefulness of the leakv 
dish. 


Another way to mend lenall holes in 
tin ware, granite ware, 
et<-., 
is 
to 
placc the vessel to be mended upon a 
hot stove; put a small piece of sealing 
wax over the hole and let it melt—not 
only melt, but burn 
into the 
ware. 
Cool gradually. 


One woman reports mending a zinc 
tub in this way. 
Another woman had 
a large granite pall which had been in 
service eight years. 
A hole came in 
the 
bottom, 
the 
metal 
foundation 
having rusted. 


She mixed 
some 
plaster 
of 
paris 
with water, dropped a little over the 
hole and over each rusted spot. When 
this was set, she turned the pail over 
and put more of the plaster on the 
other side. 


When she reported the matter, the 
mended 
pail 
had 
been 
in 
constant 
use for 
several 
months. 
Probably, 
however, it was not used as a cooking 
vessel. 


The mending of fine china and glass 
has also been solved. 
One formula 
given is as follows: 


Take plaster of paris and gum ara- 
bic, make a thick solution, and brush 
the edges of your broken china with 
it, u.sing a small paint brush, and set 
it away to dry, after carefully uniting 
the broken edges. 


It will be firm and strong. 
With 
care, the dish will last for years. 


Do not use soap in washing 
these 
mended pieces, but m a k e a tepid suds 
of good soap and rain water. 


Another strong cement for crockery 
is lime and the white of an egg. 
Take 
enough of the egg to mend one article 
at a time; shave off enough lime to 
mix well. 


Apply quickly to the broken edges,

then hold t h e m 
firmly 
together, and 
the 
broken 
piece will soon 
become 
strong. 


For fine glass ware dissolve one part 
India rubber in chloroform, then add 
sixteen parts guni mastic in powdered 
form. 


Let the mixture stand for several 
days, shaking frequently. 
Apply 
to 
the broken edges of the glass with a 
fine brush. 


An 
emergency 
solder 
which 
may 
help in case of a sudden leak In water 
pipes where it is not possible to get a 
plumber in a hurry, is m a d e by mixing 
yellow soap and whiting with enough 
water to m a k e a. thick paste. 
Apply 
it to the leak. 
It will answer tempo- 
rarily as well as solder. 


Purity of variety and freedom f r o m 
disease are the two mo.st 
imi>ortant 
factors in determining the value of 
potato seed. 
These can 
be 
i:ecured 
only by carefiil inspection. 
There are 
a few simple rules which, if carefully 
observed, will surely result in better 
yields, better quality and better prices. 
It is a foolish practice, not to say a 
very expensive ome to plant potatoes 
that are not up to the standard 
in 
quality. 
It is a waste of time 
and 
i-.oney and only results in a loss of 
most or all oi one's crop. 


Xow is the time to improve 
your 
seed potatoes for next year. 
As the 
crop is growing and as it matures this 
year. wa.tch it most carefully; select 
the choicest plants and tl^e potatoes 
f r o m these for next year's use. 


The followijtg are a few of the ways 
by which you may 
improve your po- 
tato seed. 
By co-operating with your 
neighbors in securing pure seed which 
can be obtained f r o m the most reli- 
able growers. 
By planting this foun- 
dation stock by itself 
where it will 
not be mixed 
other varieties. 


By 
learning 
the 
vine 
and 
,tuber 
characteristics 
of 
the 
variety 
you 
plant. 
By discarding as seed all hills 
which do not have these 
character- 
istics. 


Bj- selecting seed for next year on 
the field at digging time this year. 


By organizing the growers, 
dealers 
and others in j'our community 
who 
are interested in the development and 
imprpvement of its potato Industry. 


Many 
people are acquainted 
only 
in a general way with the character- 
istics of the different varieties of po- 
tatoes. 
Among 
the 
early 
varie- , 
ties 
are: 
Early 
Ohio; 
an 
extra 
early 
and 
popular 
m a r k e t 
variety. 
Also 
in 
strong 
demand 
for 
seed. 
Early Rose, a medium early, vigorous 
grower. 
particularly 
popular 
for 
sandy loam soils. 
Triumph, an early 
maturing 
variety 
in strong 
demand 
as seed for southern truck 
markets. 
Irish Cobbler, growers in many sec- 
tions specialize on this standard east- 
ern white variety for seed trade. 


Among the late potatoes, the Rural 
New Yorker is a leading commercial 
variety 
which 
is 
being 
adopted 
as 
standard in many community centers. 
The Burbank is a well-known variety 
which 
is well adapted 
to new 
and 
well-drained soils. 


The Peerless is commonly 
known 
in western states as the Pearl. 
This 
variety is well adapted to sandy soils. 


The 
Green 
Mountain 
Is 
another 
good late potato which is rapidly in- 
creasing in favor. 


It is greatly 
to the 
advantage 
of 
every grower to learn all about 
the 
stock he intends to raise. 
Set a high 
standard and work ror 
Improvement 
every 
season. 
The 
results 
will 
be 
gratifying and profitable.

world's champion and 22 more 
than 
the United States record. 
This won- 
derful hen weighs five pounds and the 
303 
eggs

pounds. 
The eggs were of large size 
and of good shape and color. 


Early history points very clearlj- to 
the

Indies 
and

mainland as the original home of the 
yellow fever mosquito.

While 
people

about the condition of the food they 
eat at all seasons of the year,

should be particulai-ly watchful dur- 
ing

s u m m e r 
months. 
In 
hot 
weather, 
bacteria multiply far 
more 
rapidly than In cold weather and pro- 
duce chemical changes In some foods 
which 
greatly 
lessen 
their 
nutritive 
value and often m a k e them unfit for 
human 
consumption. 
Unfortunately, 
there is no quick, absolute, 
simple, 
practical 
way 
of 
determining 
the 
presence of hurtful bacilli in foods or 
of obtaining positive evidence of the 
existence of ptomaines. 
T h j ' a v e r a g e 
family does not have the delicate ap- 
paratus needed 
for these tests, 
nor 
the skill to detect these micro-organ- 
isms. 


The housewife will 
find 
eyes 
and 
no.=e the safest practical detectives of 
bad food iii hot weather. 
If any arti- 
cle has any suspicion of an 
unusual 
odor or looks a.bnormal, it should be 
avoided. 
People 
eating in 
doubtful 
restaurants 
should 
be 
particularly 
careful about meats or 
fish 
cooked 
with 
a 
highly 
spiced 
or 
aromatic 
sauce 
which 
might 
disguise 
a 
bad 
ta.ste or warning odor. 
Only 
sweet 
smelling, clean food should be eaten. 
Spotted, green, slfniy, or frothy raw 
meat, or meat which is soft in spots 
also 
should 
be 
regarded 
with 
sus- 
picion. 
Taste of course is a supple- 
mentary test, but one to be used after 
eyes, nose, and lingers. 
A mother be- 
fore she allows her child to eat any- 
thing, should examine it carefully in a 
good light, smell it, and 
finally 
taste 
It. 


Milk particularly deteriorates rapid- 
ly under summer 
heat, especially if 
it already contains bacteria. 
House- 
wi\es, therefore, should see to It that 
their 
milk 
after 
being 
left by 
the 
milkman does not stand for anj^ length 
of time on a hot back porch or stoop 
before it is put in the ice-box. 
Milk 
bottles should be kept closed, both in 
the ice-box and out of it. 
If there Is 
any doubt at all as to the excellence 
of the local milk supply, 
pasteurize 
all milk. 


All foods should be kept covered or 
wrapped, and always out of the reach 
of flies, which are deadly carriers of 
typhoid. 
All 
vessels, 
pitchers, 
etc., 
in which food is to be stored should 
first 
be 
scalded. 
Food 
should 
be 
handled as little as possible. 
The ice-, 
box. especially its drain pipe, should 
be cleaned thoroughly and frequently 
with boiling water and washing soda, 
and 
given an 
occasional 
airing. 
A 
persistent 
battle 
should 
be 
waged 
against flies in all parts of the home. 


T'^ncooked foods as a general propo- 
sition 
should 
be avoided. 
Children 
should not be allowed to eat the skins 
of fruits, especially fruits which have 
been expo.sed to flies or street dirt or 
unscreened stands or push-carts. 


Thoi^c who 
go away for 
vacation 
should not get the idea that 
every- 
thing in a s u m m e r resort or strange 
city is necessarily 
pure 
and 
whole- 
some- 
The danger of typhoid fever in 
country resorts is very great. 
Many 
t.f the ca.'^es of tj-phoid fever recorded 
in the fall in cities where the water is 


pure 
had 
their 
origin 
In water 
or 


contaminated 
substances 
drunk 
or 
eaten at some summer report. 
Insist 
on boiled water. 
If you 
absolutely 
cannot get boiled water, m a k e 
very 
sure about the reputation of springs, 


1 wells, or tap water. Refuse absolutely 
I to take any water that comes f r o m a 
source near an outhouse or stable, or 
In a neighborhood where fever is at 
all prevalent. 


Boiled water can be made Just as 
palatable as unboiled water. 
The flat 
taste 
which 
boiled 
water 
has 
soon 
after It has been boiled is due to the 
fact that boiling drives out of it the 
air which it held in solution. 
If the 
water after boiling is put In scalded 
shallow open pans 
and 
allowed 
to 
stand for 2 4 hours where flies or dirt 
cannot get at It, it will regain Its air 
and have its usual taste restored by 
the second day. 


Finally It Is particularly Important 
In s u m m e r that people should not bs 
misled 
into believing that the 
label 
"Guaranteed 
under 
the 
Food 
and 
Drugs Act" on cans 
and 
packages 
means that the government has tested 
these foods and pronounced them pure 
and desirable. 
The government does 
not make the guarantee. 
The guar- 
antee Is made wholly by the m a n u f a c - 
turer, and means no more than when 
your 
own 
corner 
grocer 
guarantees 
that the sugar he weighs out for you 
is all right. 
Examine goods labeled 
"guaranteed" just as carefully as any 
other kind. 


A possible source of danger, in th« 
home, but one frequently overlooked, 
would seem to be the pet animals of 
the household. 
The fur of even the 
most cleanly cats and dogs must come 
in contact with many things which we 
would 
not 
care 
to have touch 
our 
food. 
In many 
families where 
the 
animals are not allowed in the living 
rooms for fear of soiling the furniture, 
they are given free range in kitchen 
and 
pantry, 
where 
the chances 
are 
they will leave more or less loose hair 
and dirt and which may find its way 
to food utensils or to .food. 


A word should also be said regard- 
ing animal pests. 
Rats and mice ar® 
regarded by all housewives as destruc- 
tive and 
disagreeable 
in every way, 
and no one cares to eat food which 
they have touched. 
Traces 
of 
the 
presence of mice may sometimes 
be 
noted in cereals and other foods sold 
in open boxes and similar containers 
in markets and shops which are care- 
less in such 
matters. 
This 
suggests 
another 
reason 
for 
keeping 
such 
foods in 
glass jars 
or

THE FALSE TARNISHED PLANT-BUG AS PEAR PEST 


Pears injured by (1) plum cureulio, (2) casebearer, (3) green fruit worm. 


During some seasons, peara in New 
York and 
other 
Eastern 
States 
are 
affected by a diseased condition char- 
acterized by the cracking open of the 
Bkln In small spots and the formation 
of protruding granular areas. 
Fruits 
seriously Injured are usually much de- 
formed 
and 
undersized. 
Investiga- 
tions have demonstrated that these in- 
juries are caused by a sucking plant- 
bug—hygus Invitus. 
The damage is 
done by the nymphs, 
which 
attack 
both pear fruit and foliage. 


The Insect has five nymphal stages. 
The nymphs of the first two stages are 
pale, fragile creatures which are very 
active and subsist largely on the juices 
of the tender foliage. 
In the older 
stages they are more sedentary and 
attack both leaves and fruits. 
The 
habit of feeding in restricted areas Is 


responsible 
for 
serious 
injuries 
to 
young pears. 
The destructive activl- 
tie.s of the insects 
occur 
during 
the 
period coincidental with the 
conclu- 
sion of pollination and the formation 
of the fruit. 


In its attacks upon pears, this in- 
sect apparently shows a preference at 
first 
for the tender leaves, attacking 
those that are unrolled along the m a r - 
gins of the fold. 
The tissues about 
the points of injury turn black, and 
if the punctures are numerous, more 
or less extensive areas along the m a r - 
gins of the leaf shrivel and 
become 
dry. 
The dead portion later becomes 
detached f r o m the healthy tissues by 
the whipping of the wind, which m a y 
cause the affected foliage to assume a 
ragged or frayed appearance. 


The principal Injury by this insect. 


however, is the plerchig of the young 
pears 
which 
later 
become 
much 
scarred and misshapen. 
The 
young 
nymph 
thrusts 
its 
proboscis 
deeply 
into the substance of the tiny pear and 
on withdrawing- it, sap flows f r o m the 
puncture. 
The sap dries leaving 
a 
blackish .spot. 
When the fruits have 
become as large as 
filberts 
they 
are 
conspicuously 
m a r k e d 
-with 
hard, 
granular 
spots 
of 
irregular 
shapes, 
varying in size f r o m a pin-prick 
to 
one-quarter of an inch. 
By 
cutting 
into 
the 
fruit 
one 
will 
find 
hard, 
flinty 
areas 
which form cores in the 
flesh. 
Occa.sionally a n u m b e r ,of the 
diseased spots may coalesce, 
produc- 
ing a large crack which extends deeply 
into the pear. 
Severely injured fruit, 
besides being badly deforijied, m a y be 
stunted In growth, which seriously af- 
fects its m a r k e t value. • The Bartlett 
pear, which is one of the most 
de- 
sirable varieties, is especially subject 
to attack. 


Woodland shrubs and weeds along 
roadsides and fences afford very con- 
genial surroundings 
for 
this 
Insect, 
as for 'many others. 
The fact 
that 
this pest breeds very abundantly 
on 
wild grapes and to a certain extent on 
sumach 
suggests 
the 
desirability 
of 
destroying the.se plants Avhen they ex- 
ist in the Immediate vicinity of a pear 
orchard. 


At the agricultural station of New 
York, experiments have demonstrated 
t h a t in .spraying tobacco extract 
(40 
per cent nicotine) (Black-Leaf 40), in 
the proportion of a pint of the extract 
to 100 gallons of water, to which has 
been added 3 pounds 
of 
soap, 
has 
given the most satisfactory results of 
any of the various 
spray 
mixtures 
which have been tried. 
As there is 
danger of burning 
pear 
foliage 
by 
drenching the trees with lime-sulphur, 
treatment with the nicotine and soap 
to combat this pest Is recommended.— 
P. J.. P a r r o t t and H. E. Hodgklss.

grower.s near 
Montreal, Canada. 
It 
was also pointed 
out that,

a 
large proportion of these melons were 
marketed in Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia and other large eastern cities 
at 
extremely 
remunerative 
prices, 
practically no effort was being made 
by American gardeners to meet this 
demand. 
.More 
recent 
observations 
have confirmed these statements, and, 
in addiiion, have shown that notwith- 
.standin.ç the fact that the 
Montreal 
growers have for the past few years 
received f r o m ten to eighteen dollars 
a dozen wholesale for their 
melon.s, 
they have not as yet succeeded in sup- 
plying the demand. 
The writer was 
Informed five years ago by one of the 
best growers that he had a ten year 
contract 
with 
a leading New 
York 
C'ity hotel, which agreed to take every 
first class melon he raised. 
This par- 
ticular case Is cited in order to dis- 
play the keen 
demand 
which 
exists 
among high class hotels and 
restau- 
rants for this V3,riety of melon during 
the season In which It is on the m a r - 
ket. 


The high prices which these melons 
command, and their 
restricted 
pro- 
duction 
notwithstanding 
the 
high 
prices, are doubtless due to the fact 
that 
greater 
skill is demanded 
and 
closer attention 
to details is 
neces- 
sary to success than when other va- 
rieties are grown. 
Furthermore, glass 
sash and f r a m e s are needed. 
Then 
again, 
the 
Montreal 
grower 
confi- 
d e n t l y believes 
that

sort of melon

successfully 
grown only on certain types of soil oq 
the Island of Montreal. 
This belief

Don't ever become 
a real New Yorker—or a Bohemian. 
As 
long as you're from Langdon you'll be 
some good, but if you get to thinking of 
tlie Hudson as the western boundary of 
civilization, a vigorous barbarian 
from 
the other side somewhere will bump you 
off your pedestal and 
take j'our meal 
ticket away from yon. 
Sheer off from 
the 
self-satisfied 
Gothamite 
Brahmins 
and stick around with the colonials. 
And 
when you see a Bohemian—pass on the 
other side." 


I never forgot that advice—and when- 
ever I found myself talking fatuously of 
"little old New York," I'Jl can it sud- 
denly, go homo and look at the map and 
rpr< 
how many million square miles of 
the United States there are outside of 
Manhattan. 
But I »did make one trip 
into Bohemia—one, and that was plenty. 


There was an artist of some sort—I 
found out afterward he was chiefly an 
artist at pulling father's leg for money— 
whom I met in a casual night out, and 
he volunteered to take me to a nice little 
Bohemian' studio for "high jinks" 
one 
n i g h t 
"You'll 
meet a 
lot of 
mighty 
clever, interesting and congenial people," 
he 
promised, 
"and 
you'll 
find 
atmos- 
phere you can't get elsewhere in New 
York." 


Believe tne, eon, you wouldn't 
want 
atmosphere like that anywhere else in 
New York. 
Bohemia is long on atmos- 
phere 
and 
short 
on 
air. 
My 
artist 
acquaintance led me up six or seven 
flights of stairs to a room which had 
apparently been hermetically sealed for 
seven years. 
There, were anywhere from 
seventeen 
to 
seventy-seven 
people 
in 
there, all smoking cigarettes and throw- 
ing the butts'and the ashes on the rug— 
which had never been gleaned—and the 
amell of Incense ^trng Oxeavy and sicken- 


<j> ingly sweet over the whole place. 


I 
sat 
there 
for 
four 
mortal 
hours 
listening to soul talk—and to chatter of 
"art"—and I remember that I was kissed 
by five of the women after about four 
Bohemian 
cocktails 
had 
been 
imbibed. 
Their 
freedom 
and 
unconventionality 
consisted in telling doubtful stories and 
in saying and doing rude and shocking 
things, thus proving their release from 
the fettei's of Purjtanism, which, I was 
given to understand, was the ruination 
of art and the damnation of literature. 


There was a lot of babble about 
ei- 
pressing 
one's 
art 
without 
the 
tram- 
mels of morality, and everj'body said it 
was so good to be among such kindred 
souls where one was understood—far, far 
awa.y from the ci-assly commercial 
and 
Philistine world 
which 
would not 
buy 
the badly drawn pictures and the sloven- 
ly written stories which had boon pro- 
duced by these Bohemians. 
I can sum 
up my impressions better by sending you 
these verses I clipped out of a newspaper 
the other day than in any other way:— 
Thoy eat off a trunk and they sit on a 
box; 


The floor is all cluttered- with fishnets 
and socks. 


They live on spaghetti and red ink and 


cheese 


And talk about "Art" with some unc- 
tion and ease. 
Their hair's never trimmed, and it's sel- 
dom they shave; 
At 
"Puritan 
morals" they sneer 
and 
they rave. 


They care not to sweep or to scrub or 
to dust; 


They never pay bills till they find that 


- they must. 
T h e y go in for fads in tlieir manner of 
dress; 


They revel in dirt and they're fond of a 
mess. 


Of "base money grubbers"' they 
fre- 


quetly rant, 
• , 


Referring to artists who "soil"—which 
they can'tl 


Yet give them the chance where the 


cash i:- the test. 
They're just as commercial as all of 
the rest. 


They strut and they swagger, they- poisa 


and they pose. 
And each has a horn which, he con- 
stantly blows. 
Their minds and their rooms with dis-; 


order arc rife— 
And they call this "Bohemian Life'."- 
n 


That cured me. 
I was. under the delusion that 
all 
artists lived that way until I grew older 
and wiser and began to meet a few of 
the real ones, and I found that they 
looked and dressed like anybody else and 
had so little pose about them that ^ e y 
actually were disappointing. 


I suppose Bohemia does exist some- 
where—a place or a state of mind, per- 
haps, where people cheerfully make the 
best of Avhat they ^ave, where they ara 
all workers seeking success, believing in 
themselves and each other, and happy in 
each day's achievement and the friend- 
ship of sincere spirits. 


But that is not the Bohemia you can 
find in an airless studio crammed with 
poseurs and humbugs. 


I'm writing you this so you*il be pre- 
pared for the disillusion you'll experi- 
ence if .you take a fling at the Bohemian 
etuxit. 
No six foot American, vi-bo likes 
air in his lungs, clean mirth and honest 
laughter about him will find much joy 
in Bohemia as it is done in New York, 
N. 'X. 


As to the New Yorker stuff, 
you 


can carry a cane if yo- like—Ir ¿oesn't 
do any harm and it gives you soma- 
thing to do with your hands—you can 
wear spats and carry your handkerchief 
in your Cliff, but if you ever slip me any 
of that "Out-of-New 
York-you're-onlj- 


camping" line of guff, I'll take the first 
train to the big burg and spank you, 
if I have to hire a squad of special police ?

A trip of twenty-five miles, occupying 


one and one-half hours' time and over 
the IXMI. Sinner's Hollow, (Vildwater and 
Auburn roads, through Stoner's hollow 
and over tho bi^ hill at Gloyd's mills, is 
described by Mane Dukes, head of the 
Dukes Clothing company, as one of his 


favorite automobile trips out of Fort 
Wayne. 


Whenever Mr. Dukes and his family 


make this trip they leave the city by 
way of Spy Hun avenue and travel north 
until they come to the T/co road, which 
they follow for five miles, passing en 


route pome of Allen county's best fariM 
and most beautiful scenery. 


After following tbc Leo road 
five 


miles, Mr. Dukes turns to the k-ifc into 
the Auburn road and travels along that 
highway until he reaches Gloyd's mill* 
and n big hill about seven miles from 
the junction of the Leo and Auburn 
roads. 
Reaching the. top of this hill, 


one secures a splendid view of the sur- 
rounding country, before plunging into 1 
deeply wooded ravine known as Stoner'n 
hollow.

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Some Aspects of Social Service. 


Speaking before tho rural lifo institute at Hanover 


college, Amos W. Butler, secretary of the Indiana hoard 
Df state charities, told something of the varied work of that 
body in Indiana that, we think, will tend to give the gen- 
eral public a larger view of what is being attempted and 
accomplished by this most useful but often misunderstood 
state commission. It is known, of course, that in a gen- 
eral way the board has the supervision of the work that is 
being done in some seventeen state charitable and correc- 
tional institutions, and that it exercises a sort of oversight 
at the various county jails and city prisons, but this 
phase does not in any wise measure the total of its activ- 
ities. 


The old idea, Mr. Butler explains, was that charity 


•was a curative agency. It later developed into a preven- 
tive system, whiie in its broader aspect it has become a 
constructive propaganda. It does not merely sock to re- 
lieve and to prevent, but to build in order that neither of 
'the earlier conditions may have to be faced. Mr. Butler 
contends, and very properly too, that many of the cases 
now in hand should never have become public charges. 
Evidence of the truthfulness of this assertion will readily 
occur to those, who will take the trouble to recall specific 
instances that have come under their personal observa- 
tion. Too often the giving of financial aid has been a posi- 
tive unkindness. What has been more often needed has 
been opportunity and encouragement. AVe have been too 
liberal in a mistaken way. The pathway to public aid has 
been made too easy. Stimulus to personal endeavor is 
often vastly preferable to any other sort of assistance. It 
is this method which is being followed by the board in its 
handling of the problems of more than 3,000 children in 
Indiana who are now public wards. Mr. Butler is correct 
in appraising this aspect as altogether the most important 
endeavor of social service work in Indiana today. 
Its 


benificent results will be shown in the improved ability 
of the oncoming generation of present dependents to care 
for themselves.

The fact that thus far during the present heated sea- 


Bon but one death has occurred in Fort Wayne from en- 
tero colitis is an eloquent testimonial to the efficient work 
that has been done by the city health department in collab- 
oration with the physicians of the city. 
The steadfastly 


vigorous and intelligent campaign against conditions 
which formerly resulted in many infantile deaths during 
the summer season is showing results that are most pleas- 
ing and most gratifying. Occasionally there are still to 
be. found those who deride the efforts of the so-called 
"health faddists," but results like this are incontrovert- 
ible evidence of the value of skilled precautionary and 
preventive tactics. After all, it is the results that count— 
and the results are here. 


The united suggestion of the Indiana delegation in 


congress to President Wilson that he name Samuel M.

prayer for buUrugc, to be held on Aug. 
15—self-denial day—was suggested by 
Catherine Wuugh McCulloch 3"cstcrd»y 
afternoon at the suffrage conference at 
the oHtel Sherman. 
Mrs. McCulloeh 


spoke of the man}' women who would 
not be able to give anything in a finan- 
cial way at that time, but who never- 
theless would like to feel that they had 
aided tho cause, and suggested that tho 
churchcn be called upon to assist in giv- 
ing a spitual signifiance to the day. 


Mrs. Medill McCormick, chairman of 


the conference, approved the idea, and 
said Bhe would submit it to the commit- 
tee of the national organization. 


Many Subjects Discussed. 


The first part of the day's program 


was given over to the discussion of plans 
for pulicity, the helping of tho cam- 
paign states, and the use of the .$!)0,000 
fund which is to be raised by the close 
of self-denial day.

Adam Forepaugh had 
died, and the Ringlings bought the Fore- 
paugh-Sells shows, to use. in the ficrbt 
with "Jim" Bailey, and when, in 1(10(1, 
Bailey, the last of the groat old-time 
circus men, died, tlie Ringlings bought 
tho Barnum show and eliminated the 
last of tho serious competitors.

Business is built 
upon individuality as much as personal 
conduct, and it affects the individuals of 
the community just as much. When the 
relation of the individual to the com- 
munity becomes dangerous to the com- 
munity the latter exercises its right of 
correction. When a lack of bumau jus- 
tice is apparent then it is time to inquire 
into modes aud methods and effect a re- 
adjustment

business in the past, due in sonic meas- 
ure, no doubt, to over-enthusiasm or ovcr- 
ra citation, of those engaged in it- Gross 
irregularijie-s have been permitted be- 
cause 'it i.s business.'

Against Hysterical Action.

TJieu Mr. Krultselmitt feels that tho j 


punishment of a. business in moments of j 
hysteria or auger is as unwise as the cor- i 
rection of a child under the same condi- 
tions. In an address delivered at Har- 


rd University some time ago lie voiced, 


this thought in these ivords:— 


The relation of the railway corpora-

The public's 
right to discipline and control the rail- 
way when it doca wrong, to punish it, 
cannot be disputed, and its power to do 
so is ample. But the fact should always 
lie remembered that rctulatiou, discip- 
line and punishment arc means, not ends. 
Their true purpose is the reformation 
and improvement of the offender, aud in 
tbe case of tbe public and the corpora- 
tion, as in the case of the parent and the 
•hilil, this purpose will only be acconi- 
pli.sbed when conlrol is exerciser] and 
punishment administered, uot in anger, 
but calmly and dispussiouately.

sionate and resentful actiou and wise 
actiou usually are incompatible."

United States has become the dumping 
ground tor the criminals and banditti of 
Sicily, Sardinia and Calabria. 
Some 


time ago the federal authorities of Tunis 
decided to rid the Italian quarter of that 
city of the band of cutthroats that over- 
mil it 
Murders were so frequent thai 


the better element of those dwelling 
there were in terror of their lives am. 
rarely ventured forth alone. The restih 
was that ten thousand Italians were (It- 
ported. 
The great majority of these 


criminal exiles came straight 
to the 


United States and Uncle Sain welcomed 
them with open arms. 
Such was the 


laxity of our immigration laws, due to a 
complaisant and negligent Congress." 
P«r»cutioni of the Mafia. 


Prior-to the wholesale dumping of the 


Italian outlaws in Tunis into Uncle 
Sam's lap the influx of aliens from 
Southern Italy included, for the most 
part, those who fled to the United Stales 
lo free themselves of the relentless per- 
secutions of the Mafia. They had been 
robbed and attacked at home with such 
tormenting persistency that safety rest- 
ed only in flight 
But they reckoned 


without their host, for many of these 
blackmailers had preceded them and 
more followed. 


Arriving in New York with but little 


capital the fugitives sought the cheapest 
guartcr of the city to settle in. Mulberry 


Bend offered many such advantages, 
and deeming that safety lay in numbers 
the colonists herded together in this sec- 
tion, which afforded 
opportunity 
for 


some social intercourse and recreation. 
They were industrious and frugal, and 
tliu little shops they opened, where spa- 
ghetti, oils, garlic and oilier Italian deli- 
cacies were sold, soon did :i thriving bus- 
iness and their owners prospered. 
Hut, 


as Inter events proved, their very pros- 
perity proved their undoing. 


Any Italian in Xew York who reached 


a moderate stagu of prosperity must 
have accumulated a bank account. This 
was the verdict of the idle mid unscru- 
pulous "runners" who were employcM by 
ma»lur minds to get a line on the finan- 
cial standing of all Italians living in the 
various colonies throughout the city. 
Upon the reports of these "runners" the 
leaders of the groups of blackmailers 
fast springing up based their future ac- 
tions, and it mattered not whether dircj 
threat, kidnapping or murder itself was 
resorted to in order to wring money from 
the pockets of the victims marked for 
plucking. 


At 1'irst a series of threatening letters 


was sent. These missives were clumsy 
affairs and often failed to bring results. 
But the bunglers were quirk to rtvjK.iivc 
their error, and as lime •,v«>iv on these 
threats were couched in such subtle terms 
that the recipients realized tl'.at the lime 
had passed when they could ignore these 
demands, so they promptly paid. 
This 


in reality but bound them Hie more se- 
curely in the meshes of the enemy's not, 
and ere long they were at the bidding of 
their tormentors, giving up inftirmniion 
as to the monetary Kintus of their in- 
timates, that they, too, might lie levied 
upon and made to contribute to the 
blackmailers' horde. 


Once the little tradesman had paid his 


tribute to Mano Nero he felt secure. But 
in order to prolong this security he soon 
learned that he must share his tlaiiy 
profits with those who had wrung tribute 
from him, and in many cases th< jn black- 
mailers were given an interest in the 


business and came around each wceu for 
their share of the profits. 


All tiie while lhe.se conditions were 


kuAwn lo I'etrosino. lie had wrung the 
most 
zealously 
guarded 
secrets 
from 


many of the victims, and tie also kne\v 
the identity of the ringleaders of the 
band Ibat was thriving by extortion. 


Peh'osino not only-knew all tlmt was 


tninspiriu^ among his fellow countrymen 
in New York, but he was keeping him- 
self thoroughly posted on all that was 
going on at homo. He knew that as soon 
as a crime was committed in Italy its 
author, in nil likelihood, would make 
tracks as speedily as possible for the 
"land of the free." It was while investi- 
gating a Hlaek Hand case in Little Italy 
that he discovered the presence here of 
one of the perpetrators of a foul murder 
in Italy. 
Escaped to Italy. 


in looking over the memoranda left 


by the great detective I find frequent 
mention of Giuseppe Foutauo, who con- 
ducted a little grocery store at Xo. 3l£ 
Kast KM'.Ui street. 
One notation in the 


detective's diary sho.vs that in October, 
llHKi, he wrote to the Italian authorities 
requesting that the penal record of this 
man be sent to him without delay. I!c- 
fore these papers arrived, however, Fon- 
tnno had been warned from the other 
side I hat such a request had been made, 
so he fled back to Italy under an as- 
sumed name. 


The Marquis Kmanucl Notavliartola, 


distinguished 
statesman 
and

thropist', was stabbed to death in his pri- 
vate railroad compartment while on 
ronle from Palermo to Rome, and lilt:

Fontano nud the 


two railroad conductors who had been 
tried for the murder of the Marquis es- 
caped through it loophole of the law, but 
nine years after' the murder, with in- 
formation that Petrosino picked up in 
the United States, Pataolo was re-ar- 
rested, convicted and sentenced to u life 
l«rm in Italy. 
Two years later the 


Mafia again triumphed and the convic- 
tion of Fnlizzolo was annulled. 


The son of Marquis Nolarbartola, 


swearing he would avenge the death of 
his father, enlisted such powerful men 
in the cause that Palizzolo, under pre- 
text of combatting the Ulack Hand, or 
Mafia, came to Hie United States with 
the avowed intention of conferring with 


I ho American police. 
lit) said he had 


lieen reading of the depredations of the 


hifia in America, and, touched by the 
light of ignorant immigrants struggling 
or a livelihood in New York, he came to 
aid their cause. But 1'elrosino was not 
blinded by the, rase, and when Palizzolo 
arrived Lieutenant Vacchris was at the 
pier to meet him, and he was under sur- 
veillance from that moment. 


Papers bearing on bis movements in 


Italy had been asked for by I'ctrosino, 
and these were despatched to him by the 
Italian government. Palizzolo had several 
meetings in the Campidoglio Hotel, in 
I' - -ckcr street, with the presidents of 
several societies, when he discussed the 
elimination of the Mnao Nero in Xew 
York. 
Although.frequently invited by 


Peti jsino to appear nt Police Headquar- 
ters and tell the officials there what he 
knew of the secret clan at work in Amer- 
ica and in Italy, he always found a ready 
excuse la postpone this conference. 
He 


left as suddenly as he arrived, hut it was 
duly noted that the Bbidk Hand Society 
in New York received a mighty impetus 
from his visit 


Fontano after his flight was succeeded 


hv GitiscDBO Fonara, an Italian fugitive 


in the United Slates, who affiliated with 
the.'Jlorcllo-I.upo cluir and was arrested 
as one of tin- suspects in the "barrel mur- 
der," 
spending seven 
mouths in the 


'Jomhs before liberalinn. lie was shrewd 
and crafty, for the first lime he was ar- 
rested on tin; charge of carrying u re- 
volver hi; shmvci, a permit which he had 
obtained at IVIii:e Headquarters through 
tliu kindly offices of a well known poli- 
tician. l''onara was always u permanent 
figure in the affairs of Ihe Mano Nero 
in New York, and whenever a crime oc- 
curred Petru.siuo kept him constantly 
under surveillance.-

The Xotarli.'iriola murder caused a 


feud in Ihe -Mafia •:, Italy, aj»tl many of 
those prominently identified w i t h the so- 
eioly f|,.,| (,, ||M. I'nile.i oi.iles. 
Some 


failing to ask for their passporls clipped 
away 
l<> France and embarked 
from 


ports there. 
Others left from Knglish 


ports, but the unrelenting vengeance of 
(lie .society was not In lie denied. 


Trusted agents in (lie United States 


had been apprised of the flights ami met 
the fugitives as soon iis they stepped 
from the steamships. 
These men had 


bet-u marked for death at lioaie, and it 
mattered not Whether they were slain on 
native -soil or in foreign parts. Their lives 
were lo be the forfeit for their impudence 
in combatting Ihe powers that be. and 
death alone could wipe out Hie wore. 
Three of these fugitives were murdered 
in Chicago in ISHI.'I; a lonrlh was shin 
in Belleville, 111., and a fifth in Brook- 
lyn.

Unit the feudisls were growing bolder 
and their organizations saining in power 
and recklessness. 
Working night and 


day, his lifu at all limes was in peril. 
He was a tuaster in the art of disguise, 
and but for this be never could have in- 
vaded the strongholds of the Mafia us 
ho frequently did and escaped with his 
life.

ment many documents can be found

compilcd by I'etrosino and lending to 
prove to Hie authorities the danger of 
permitting the feudists lo linger unmo- 
lested in New York, 
lie knew every 


manner and custom of the Sicilian and 
Calabrian murderer, and it was only nec- 
essary for him to glance at Ihe wounds 
on a victim's body to know what inspired 
the murder and what branch of the 
Mafia was responsible. 
Petrosino's "Library of Crime." 


His innate knowledge of such things, 


which he had carefully transcribed and 
filed in his "Library of Crime," was 
proved by the murder of Salvatore Mar- 
cliinue, at No. IS Coles street, Brooklyn, 
wh e his body was found wrapped in n 
tablecloth. 
A letter 
in the victim's 


pocket gave Pctrosino his first clew in 
the case. Detective Vacchris, who was 
one of Pi'trosino's ablest and most re- 
sourceful lieutenants, ascertained that 
Marchinne was a victim of the Mafia and 
had fled to the United Stales. He lived 
alone, mingled litlle with ids follows, and 
was reticent at all times. He invariably 
avoided his fellow countrymen and lived 
the life of a recluse in the little back 
room he hired in Coles street. 
One 


glance at the body proved to Fetrosino 
that it was the tragic, sequel lo an Italian 
feud. The nose had been cut from the 
face, according to Uio "troppa. bireea" 
custom, signifying that the victim had 
"pushed his nose too far into the busi- 
ness of his fellows." 


The tonzue had been cut out, which 


indicated that be had indiscreetly dis- 
cussed that which ho hail bwn warned 
to guard as a secret. The body was a 
mass of slab wounds. The letter in the 
pucket, addressed to Antonio Giim'l, at 
the r.dea street address, read :•—"Times 
are bard hen: in Palermo now. My re- 
gards lo Fanaro, and remember just one 
word -'c.'iulion.' " 


Ganci cxphinrd the presence of Ihe 


letter in the po.-kct of the dead man in 
this wise, 
lie (.'.Janet) could not read 


and he til ways look his letters to Mar- 
ehinne, who read them to him. He had 
neu'lerti'd t" lake the lell"r, he supposed, 
after it had been read l'> him. Ganei 
bad been arrested several times as a 
swindler and as a counterfeiter. 


Fanaro was found living in the front 


of ihe ('oli-s street house'. 
lie had been 


arrested as a suspect in the "barrel mur- 
der" and bad spent several months ia the 
Tombs. 
He also was the man who had 


paid for the revolver permit, thus out- 
witting those policemen who were hon- 
estly striving to crush the Jluno Nero 
in America. 


Petrosino kept Fanaro shadowed from 


this time on, ami for n time ho was under 
arn-st 
in connection with 
tliu Mar- 


chinne slaying. He was employed along 
the water front by a fruit importing 
company and frequently told I'ctrosino 
that he was in constant fear of his life 
and that his body would be found before 
long pierced with bullets or knifu thrusts. 
A^fut one year ago he was on his way 
home early one morning when, hearing 
footsteps behind him, he turned to see 
four men following him. 
He ran, and 


as he attempted to dart into a hallway 
nt No. 105 Columbia street four shots 
rang out and he dropped, with four bul- 
let wounds in his hotly. He died on the 
way to tho hospital. 


A Fiendish Den. 


Xo better illustration of' the fiendish 


cunning of the I Slack Hand and 
the 


devilish premeditation with which they 
.vtirkeil is needed Hum in the murder of 
.Salvatoro Sfcrlozza in the saloon ftt 
Xo. Uuu' 'Forsyth .street, the back room 
of which was the rendezvous for the

When the police seized the place after 
the murder counterfeit money, knockout 
drops and one of the most ingeniously 
worked out death traps ever devised 
were unearthed. 


The saloon was on Hie ground floor, 


south side, of a double decked tenement. 
The bar was on the south side of the 
building. 
A wooden partition starting 


at the north wall extended :iK the way 
across the rear of the saloon, terminat- 
ing .,t the bar, but permit ling a person 
behind the bar to walk around it 
Win- 


dows at the' side of Ihe entrance to the 
bar proper permitted^thc policeman on 
post to have an unobstructed view of the 
interior and into the middle room just 
back of the bar. 
This showed that no 


business was 
being conducted 
after 


hours, as far as the policeman could 
discern. 


Tha Black Ilanders always congre- 


gated behind (ho partition. A table was 
placed there on which their drinks were 
served and afterward it "was found that 
one of the chairs about. Ihe table was so 
securely wired to the floor that it could 
not be moved. This chair stood directly 
in front of a door which opened into a 
passageway terminating at tho end of 
the building and lighted by ft window 


about six feet aSore tSe floor, tint 
squarely in the centre of the passage- 
way. 
From this window -n unob- 


structed view of the table behind tha 
partition could be had, provided the dooS 
to the passage •mis open. 
What Pctro.ino Unearthed. 
"™ 


Before Petrosino had completed tis ex- 


amination of the premises be unearthed 
these facts:—A little square opening had 
been cut into one of the panes of tho 
window glass overlooking the passage. 
Several boxes in the rear yard, directly 
under the window, had been utilized as 
a platform on which the slayer stood as 
he poked tho muzzle of his shotgun 
through the open section of glass. A big 
hole iu the door leading to the parti- 
tioned space proved that the door waa 
shut when the shot wag fired. 
Closet 


scrutiny of this door showed that a circle 
hud been drawn on the door, this circl* 
being in perfect line from the window to 
the person seated on the wired chair be- 
hind the partition. The shotgun, loadei 
with a big slug, had been exploded as 
the door was shut The slug tore through 
the circle drawn on the panel of tha 
door, shattered the heart of the unsus- 
pecting victim, crashed through the two- 
inch partition, pierced the front door and 
buried itself deep in the asphalt in the 
street A pick was required to dislodgo 
it from tho street bed. 


Petrosino attributed this murder to 


Cluseppo 
and 
Giovanni 
Pcllcttcri, 


brothers, who had been deported from 
Tuniu and who had found refuge in 
America, lie could not convict them of 
the crime, but he did succeed iu having 
them deported to Italy. 


In tracing his clews to this murder 


Pctrosino learned tlmt Vlnccnzo Can- 
tone, a butcher, of Xo. 117 Elizabeth 
street, was a fugitive from Tunis. lie 
also knew Hint In- had had a falling out 
with that branch of tic .Mnfia with 
which he was identified. The detective 
intended to arrest Cantono after trying 
to wring Black Hand secrets from bin 
and then deport him lo Italy. 


Escaped by the Roof. 


As detectives were within n few feet 


of Cantone's place with the warrant for 
his arrest they were startled by a shot. 
The flash of tho gjm was seen by the 
police, and while some ran to the butcher 
shop others hurried to the house directly 
opposite, from whence the shot was fired. 
Cantono was dead, shot through the 
heart. The detectives wero uoabl* ta 
arrest the slayer, for none was found in 
the house with a gun in his possession. 
Their supposition was that tho slayer 
ascended to the roof immediately after 
firing and sped to safety through tome 
avenue of escape previously arranged for. 


From the day that Ilafacl I'-iscgne ar- 


rived in Xew York the detectives working 
with 
Petrosino were advised by th» 


Italian lieutenant of police to keep an 
eye on him because of his record as a 
brigand in Italy. When in September, 
1!IO.'J, Qiacimo Sautonelli and Teripo 
Deuischalchi were ambushed and shot to 
death with a gun loaded with, slugs, in- 
vestigation proved that slugs of different! 
calibre bad pierced the bodies of the vic- 
tims, showing conclusively that more 
than one man had participated in th« 
murder. 
Petrosiuo, cleverly disguised* 


was working in an Italian eating uouso 
as a waiter, where Tie learned that Rafael 
and Dominico Gascone were the slayers. 
Kafacl was convicted and sent to the 
death house in Sing Sing, where Albert 
Patrick, then awaiting his application 
for appeal, advised him as to the pro- 
cedure for Gafcone's appeal, which was 
successful. 


The night of his acquittal nnd release 


from prison friends of Rafael prepared 
a feast for him, which was in tha 
nature of u housewarmiug at his home in 
Mulberry street. Petrosino, who always 
had his hand on the pulse of the Black 
Hand operatives, felt that n plot was 
brewing and that it would be wise to in- 
tercept 
some of the celebrants 
who 


were freely mingling with the guests 
and the members of the Reception Com- 
mittee. 
In the vicinity of the Gascone 


home Petrosino met a group of men all 
gajly bedecked in festal clothes and wear 
ing 
highly decorative badge* acrom 


which the name of the man to be honored 
was printed. 


All were heavily armed, and after a 


sharp but terrific battle they were over- 
powered and arrested by Pctrosino and 
liis aids. It required the services o£ sev- 
eral ambulance surgeons to dress tho in- 
juries of the prisoners before they could 
be arraigned. 


When Petrosino arraigned his prisoners 


they proved to be Andrea 
Santonelll, 


brother of the murdered man; Dorando 
Sercseotti, of Asbury Park, a cousin; 
Libro Santonelli, n cousin, and Sini- 
caleo Cardesusso, also n cousin.

TITTERIXGTOX. 
HOW TO IMPROVE YOUR POTATO SEED 


KEEPING FOOD IN SUMMER 


It Is a sad fact that in this old world 


af cure things will wear out and break 
into holes- Accidents will occur, caus- 
ing the destruction or many a valued 
treasure. This Is a cause o' great loss 
and inconvenience. 
But the ingenuity 


of man (and woman) has devised a 
number of gluea 
and 
cements 
for 


mending bretks and holes, and thus 
prolonging the life of many a usefi'1. 
and ornamental household article. 


First on the list is a handy glue- 


pot. 
This is made from a 
heavy 


earthenware 
coffee cup. is always 


ready for heating and saves many 
dimes for repairs. 


A few cents invested 
In fish-glue 


Trill furn'-sh a year's supply- Place a 
teaspoonful in the cup. half fill with 
water, simmer slowly on the back of 
the range; when of the consistency of 
double cream it is ready for heavy 
cementing, such"as leather or wood. 


By adding a little water, it ran he 


thinned and reheated an Innumerable 
number of times. It Is best to set the 
little "glue-pot" in a dish of hot water 
for heating. 


A sweet smelling glue always ready 


for immediate use may be made as 
follows: 
Take one pound of common 


glue, put in a vessel with one and one- 
half pints of salt water and allow to 
soften. 


Then one-tenth pound of sallcylate 


of soda is added and the whole dis- 
solved together by heating. 


This is s. cheap gum substitute and 


useful for all household purposes. It 
is a strong cement 
and 
remains 


liquid. 


Add a little of the nil of cloves "r 


sassafras to give it a perfume and 
keep it In summer. 


Here Is a very valuable formula 


for a cement for joining glass: It may 
be used In making or mending nquarl- 
ums. or things of that sort. This cc- 
ment contains nothing 
injurious 
to 


either animals or plants, and will re- 
sist the action of both fresh and salt 
water. 


Take one part by measure. ra.y n 


gill, of litharge: one gill plaster of 
paris. one gill of dry. white sand, one- 
third of a gill of finely powdered re.sin: 
sift and keep tightly corked u n t i l re- 
quired for use, when It is to In- made 
Into a putty hy mixing In boiled Un- 
seed oil, with a llttlo patent dryer 
added. 


Never use It after It has been mixed 


•with the oil over fifteen hours.

or leaky joints In wood. 


It will also tighten loor-e nut.«. se- 


cure bnlts whore nuts ar- missing, an'l 
make Joints of Iron or wood imple- 


ments firm. 
It can also be used to 


mend cracks In iron vessels. 


A cement not affected by coal oil, 


and therefore especially 
useful 
for 


fastening tops on lamps. Is made by 
boiling 
together 
one 
part 
caustic 


soda, three 
parts resin, 
five 
parts 


water. 
Stir In half the 
weight of 


plaster of paris. 
This will harden in 


about forty minutes. 


It seems probable that the litharge 


cement would mend cracks in a stove 
successfully. 
One method, however, 


which is of proven efficacy, is to mix 
three tcaspoonfuls of salt and otic 
pint wood ashes with sufficient water 
to make a stiff paste. 
Fill the crack 


with the mixture when the stove is 
hot. 


Wall cracks may he mended In two 


ways. 
Stir whiting Into a mixture of 


equal parts of water and sallcylate of 
socla. until of consistency to spread. 


Apply with a knife, lot harden for 


fifteen minutes, and smooth off. Or 
mix plaster of j.aris with vinegar In- 
stead of water. 


As it will not set for fifteen minutes. 


It can be smoothed off before it Is 
hard. 


Granite ware Is difficult to mend

of obtaining positive evidence of the 
existence of ptomaines. 
The average 


family does not have the delicate ap- 
paratus needed for these tests, nor 
the skill to detect these micro-organ- 
isms. 


The housewife will find eyes and 


nose the safest practical detectives of 
bad food in hot weather. If any arti- 
cle has any suspicion of an unusual 
odor or looks abnormal, it should be 
avoided. 
People eating in doubtful 


restaurants 
should 
be 
particularly 


careful about meats or flsh cooked 
with a 
highly spiced or 
aromatic 


sauce which might disguise a bad 
taste or warning odor. 
Only sweet 


smelling, clean food should be eaten,

If you absolutely 


cannot get boiled water, make very 
sure about the reputation of springs. 
wells, or tap water. Refuse absolutely 
to take any water that comes from a 
source near an outhouse or stable, or 
In a neighborhood where fever is at 
all prevalent. 


Boiled water can be made Just as 


palatable as unboiled water. Tho flat 
taste which boiled water has soon 
after It has been boiled Ss due to the 
fact that boiling drives out of it the 
air which It held in solution. 
If the 


water after boiling is put in scalded 
shallow open pans and 
allowed 
to 


stand for 24 hours where flies or dirt 
cannot get at It, It will regain its air 
and have Its usual taste restored by 
the second day. 


Finally It Is particularly Important 


in summer that people should not b» 
misled into believing that the label 
"Guaranteed under the Food and 
Drugs Act" on cans and packages 
means that the government has tested 
these foods and pronounced them pure 
and desirable. The government does 
not make the guarantee. 
The guar- 


antee Is made wholly by the manufac- 
turer, and means no more than when 
your own corner grocer guarantees 
that the sugar he weighs out for you 
Is all right. 
Examine goods labeled 


"guaranteed" just as carefully as any 
other kind. 


A possible source of danger in th» 


home, but one. frequently overlooked, 
would seem to be the pet animals of 
the household- The fur of even the 
most cleanly cats and dogs must com* 
in contact with many things which we 
would not care to have touch our 
food. 
Tn many families where th» 


animals are not allowed in the. living 
rooms for fear of soiling the furniture, 
they arc given free range in kitchen 
nnd pantry, where tho chances an) 
they will leave more or less loose hair 
and dirt and which may find its way 
to food utonsMg or to food. 


A word should also be said regard- 


ing anltii.il pests. Rats a.nd mice ara 
regarded hy all housewives as destruc- 
tive and disagreeable In every way. 
and no one care? to eat food which 
thny have touched. 
Traces of th» 


presence of mice may sometimes bo 
noted in cereals and other foods sold 
In open boxes and similar containers 
In markets nnd shops which are care- 
less in such matters. This suggests

for 
keeping such 


foods in glass Jars or tin cans or 
similar receptacles in shops and In 
the pantry and storeroom.

tion to the food which they destroy 
and the pecuniary loss involved, ratj 
and mice are a menace to health, al 
they are known to he carriers of dis- 
ease.

by American gardeners to meet this 
demand. 
More recent 
observations 


ha,ve confirmed those statements, and. 
In addition, have shown that notwith- 
standing the fact, that the Montreal 
growers have for the past few years 
received from ten to eighteen dollars 
a dozen wholesale for their melons, 
they have not as yet succeeded In sup- 
plying the demand. The writer was 
informed five years ago hy one of the 
best growers that ho had a ten year 
contract with a leading Xew York 
f ' i t y hotel, which agreed to take every 
first class melon he raised. This par- 
ticular case Is cited In order to dis- 
play tho keen demand which exists 
among high class hotels nnd restau- 
rants for this variety of melon during 
the season In which it is on the mar- 
ket. 


The high prices which these melons 


command, and their restricted pro- 
duction 
notwithstanding 
the 
high 


prices, are doubtless due to the fact 
that greater skill is demanded and 
closer attention to details Is neces- 
sary to success than when other va- 
rieties sre grown. Furthermore, glass 
sash and frames are needed. 
Then 


again, the 
Montreal grower 
confi- 


dently believes that this 
particular 


sort of melon can 
be 
successfully 


grown only on certain types of soil on 
the island of Montreal. 
This belief 


seems to have this much basis in 
fact, that while occasionally grown 
elsewhere high flavored melons have 
not commonly been produced save by 
Montreal growers: Indeed .flavor has 
usually been lacking.

ranges from 8 to 15 pounds, with a

ceptional cases gome have been ship- 
ped weighing 240 pounds per dozen 
package. As a rule the larger melons, 
those weighing 20 pounds and up- 
wards, do not possess the quality of a 
perfect specimen weighing from 8 to 
15 pound*.

Dear Kid:— 
When I had my first interview with 


the man who gave me a job in New York 
he asked me where I was from. 


"Lnnsdoii, Wisconsin," I said. 
"That's g.tod," he observed, "that's 


good. 
Young man, don't yon ever tie 


from anywhere else. 
Don't ever become 


a real New Yorknr—or a Hohcmian. As 
long as you're from Lauialou you'll he 
.some good, but if yon get to thinking of. 
the Hudson us the wesli-rn boundary of 
civilization, a vigorous barbarian from 
the oilier side somewhere w i l l hump yon 
off your pedestal anil take your meal 
ticket away from you. Sheer off from 
the self-satisfied 
(iothamite I'ralimins 


and stick around with tin; colonials. And 
when you see a Hohcmian—pass en the 
other side." 


I never forgot that advice—and when- 


over I foun.l myself talking fatiioiisl}' of 
"little olrl Now York," I'd can it sud- 
denly, go home and look .it the map and 
ree 
how many million square miles of 


the United St/rtcs there are outside of 
Mnnhtitinn. 
But I did mnkc ono trip 


into liohcmia—one, and that was plenty. 


There was an nrtist of some sort—I 


found out afterward lie was chiefly an 
artist at pulling father's log for money— 
whom I met in a casual night out, and 
he volunteered to lake mo to n nice little 
Bolierairui studio for "hish jinks" one

Hohcmia is long on atmos- 


phere and short on air. 
My artist 


acquaintance led me up six or seven 
flights of stairs to a room which had 
apparently been hermetically sealed for 
seven years. There were anywhere from 
seventeen 
to seventy-seven 
people in 


there, all smoking cigarettes and throw- 
ing the butts and the ashes on the rug— 
which had never been cleaned—and the 
smell of incense hung heavy and sicken- 


ingly sweet over the whole place. 


I fat 
there for four morlnl hours 


listening to uoiil talk—and to chatter of 
"art"—and t remember that I was kissed 
by five of the womou after about four 
I'ohomian cocktails had been imbibed. 
Their 
freedom 
and 
uneonventionality 


consisted iu telling doubtful stories and 
in saying and doing rudu and shocking 
things, thus proving their release from 
the fetters of 1'uritanism, which, 1 was 
given to understand, was the ruination 
of nrt and the damnation of literature. 


There was .1 lot ol' babble about ex- 


pressing one's nrt without tho tram- 
mels of monilily, and everybody snid it 
was so good to be among such kindred 
souls where one was understood—far, far 
away from the crassly commercial and 
Philistine world which would not buy 
the l.adly drawn pictures and the sloven- 
ly written stories which had been pro- 
duced by these Moheinians. 
I can sum 


up my impressions better by sending you 
these verses I clipped out of a newspaper 
the other day than in any other way:— 
Thcv eat off a trunk and they sit ou a 


box; 


The floor is all cluttered with fishnets 


and socks. 


They live on spaghetti and red ink ilnd

And they call this "Bohemian Life!"

I was iimbr the delusion that all 


artists lived that way until I grew older 
and wiser and began to meet a few o£ 
the real ones, and I found that they 
looked and dressed like anybody else and 
hail so lildo pose about them that they 
actually were disappointing 


I suppose Bohemia does exist some- 


whore—a place or a state of mind, per- 
haps, where people cheerfully make the 
best of what they \ave. where they ara 
all workers seeking success, believing in 
themselves and each other, and happy in 
each day's achievement anTT" the friend- 
ship of sincere spirits. 


But that is not the Bohemia yon can 


find in an airless studio crammed with 
poseurs and humbugs. 


I'm writing you this so you'll be pre- 


pared for the disillusion you'll experi- 
ence if you lake a fling at the Bohemian 
stunt. Xo six font American, /-bo likes 
air in his lungs, clean mirth and honest 
laughter about him will find much joy 
in Bohemia as it is done in New York;,
